exceedingly regret that the unavoidable delay in tiipely plac 
ibis Government in possession of ibe necessary meant to en- 
- me to hate the receptacles for recaptured Africans erected 
i completed in the several counties, and to meet other ez« 
ease* connected with them, ha* pievented me, aa yet, from in 
mguraiiog and prosecuting the system of training for them orig- 
inally octemplated, and for which provision by law was made 
at the last legislative session 

It was not until the 92d of June that notice was received by 
this Government from the Financial Secretary of the American 
Colonization Society, of an amount being in ^iaod for which we 
jould draw. And that amount, together with the consignments 
of merchandise received in December and March, was barely 
jltfficteal to pay to our citizens the amount due to them for two 
;u*Mer»' board and clothing of the recaptives, to aay nothing 
)f the many other ezpense* incurred on their account, which 
had tJ be met. ilowever, with what meant could be spared 
from the public treasury, effort* weie made, and are still in 
piogren, for the consummation of that cherished object aa 
speedily as circumstance* will allow. 

A contract hat been entered into to erect one of the receptacles 
on the road landing, from White Plains to Careyaburg, about 
equidistant from aach place, and on an area equaling .two 
square mile*, selected by Mr. Superintendent Paxton and Dr. 
Laing, the cost of which is to be five thousand dollars ; and 
I have no doubt, from the very reliable and anterprismg charac* 
ter of the contracoi tint if not retarded for want of means, he 
will soon prosecute it to completion. 

The one commenced bolero the Iranafer^by the Amerfcsn 
Colonization Society 'a Agent, about eiz miles up the 8 l John's 
river, Grand Baaea county, ha* been retarded by the same 
cause.

1 am pleased to be able to say that there has bean a marked 
advance in our agricultural interests during the year From in- 
quiries and Investigation I have made, 1 am satisfied that the su- 
gar and coffee crops of the year are a hundred peroent, advance 
on those of the preceding year. 

There has been progress in the quality a* wall a* quantity of 
those and othsr articles. Domestic provision*, than during the 
year, have never bean more oheap and abundant ia Liberia. The 
fact that the grant influx within n year of a reoeptiva Afrioan 
population equaling nearly ons-third the number of out- entire 
civllined citizen*, has not rained the price of nay article of domes- 
tic breadstuff ; that those articles have bean as abundant and 
oheap this year, even during the usually scarcest season of the 
year, ns at any previous time in the history of Liberia, dearly de- 
monstrates the progress of the oountry in that important branch 
of industry. , 

Thia faature of progress, demonstrative of the onpneity of .the I 
oountry by the productive industry of Its oitiaeca to sustain ao 1 
Urge a population suddenly thrown upon it, ia particularly inter-

reasonably expect ere long an annual in fins of a larger oolorad 
population from that oountry than at any previous time— a 

! ;re*t and rapid emigration to this oountry, whioh is in our opm- 
on dearly indicated to be their destined homes, and which events 
beyond human oontrol now transpiring, and will until the consum- 
mation of that object continue to transpire in the western hemi- 
sphere, particularly in the United States, will in due time most 
assuredly bring to pass either voluntarily or involuntarily on the 
part of Ml concerned dwelling there. 

For the accommodation of our farmers, and in order to give 
an increased stimulus to agriculture, I have directed the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to order from the United States a num- 
ber of ■ agar-mil la and their fixture*, which I have no donbt will 
arrive out in February or March. 

I have assumed the responsibl y of making an expenditure 
from the public treasury, for the purpose of collecting suob 
articles for, and transporting to the International Exhibition to 
be held at London, 1862, ns I hope will secure to Liberia a re- 
spectable representation on that grand occasion. The grant ex- 
citement growing out of the late attempt to revive the nefarious 
slave-trade within our jurisdiction, In whioh all the communities 
in Liberia have been kept for lb* laet four months, has prevented 
the procuring of more than about one-sixth of what would have 
bteu procured otherwise. I will direct trie Secretary of the 
Treasury to transmit to you an estimate of the amount necessary 
for that purpose, of whioh 1 have, to tolioil your approval by 
making the neoesanry appropriation.

You will perceive by the report of the Secretary of Treaaury, 
which he will transmit in a day or two, that the revenue of the 
year has been inconsiderable, searoely more than half of that of 
the preceding year. This falliug off resulted in some degree 
from the civil war waging in the United States, but mainly 
from the efforts ao alrennoualy made this year to revive the slave- 
trade in Liberia. This fact prevents me a* yet from recom- 
mending appropriations to bt made for prosecuting publio enter- 
prists some of which I regard to a very great extent ns indispens- 
able, each ns fortification* and defenses, repairs and erections of 
public buildings, ^interior settlements, internal improvement*, 
with special reference to the facilitation of transportation, and the 
best adapted measure* for effectually oiviliaing and making re- 
liably loyal the hundreds of thousand* of aborigines residing 
within the jurisdiction of this Republic, etc., etc. 

I shall communicate to you in a few days on this aubjeet, and 
suggest apian by which, if seconded by the wonted patriotism 
ot our fellow-citizens, we may readily overcome the most formid- 
able of those barriers, and be able to prosecute, during nezt year, 
the most of thore very important enterprises which to a great 
•ztenl I regard necessary to our progressive national existence.

containing the fundamental, conventional, and statute law of 
this Republic, together with other (hots I forbear to mention, 
hnrmoelaed to remove every vestige of 'belief from the minds of 
the Government end peopl* of Liberia, that any foreign Govern- 
ment eatertafoed e doubt of our possessing, and consequently 
having a right to atenfc* stvnraignty over that territory. 

You willperoeivo by the documents just presented, that Com- 
modore Edmoostoae, the Oommodore and senior offioar of 
H. B. M’s. ships and vessels on the west coast of Africa station, 
hat respectfully notified me by the lari mail, that Commander 
Douglass; of H. B. Mb. ship Kspoir, has been directed to oommu- 
nioaie with me in a few days, for the purpose of examining our 
title-deeds to the territory in question, which examination had 
been declined by Oapt. Ueoeage, of U. B. M’s ship Falcon, when 
kevUtad this port in July, and communicated with me on the 
tame subject by direction ef the Commodore. And as the 
Commodore ha* moat oourtoously promised mo the pleasure and 
honor of a visit early next year, 1 have no doubt that from the 
bona-fide titles to said territory ie our poesees i ou, and the fact— 
of which he will be able to fully satisfy himself during his visit — 
that the oalling in question of tur right of jurisdiction over that 
territory has bean within the laat twelva months productive of 
evil* most blasting to tit* moral, civil, religions, nod industrial inter- 
ests of this young but rwiug Rqrublio ; that it has in on* year un- 
done what of good it has required ten years to effect ; and that, if 
persisted in, it will sap the vwy foundation of our national exist- 
ence, he will be so impressed by tbeee deplorable evils, undor 
whioh we nr* now individually and nationally suffering, aa to be 
iaduoed to make auch just and magnanimous representation to 
H. B. M. Government aa will without delay eeuae this matter to 
be set perfectly nt met for Ibe future, and thus allow us, in our na- 
tional weakness, to resune oar wonted progressive march, in 
faithful fulfillment of our great and responsible mission to this sav- 
age country, which mission ha* been solemnly imposed on ua by 
the great and just Arbiter of naTiou*.

> opinion expressed in my last annual melange, that the 
vigilanoe of the British and American cruisers in suppressing 
the slave-trade on the south const would result in strenuous ef- 
fort* >0 revive it nt the old slave marts on the Liberian ooeat, 
has bean tally verified, aa will appear by the following detailed 
statement, and the documents herewith presented : 

On the 18th ot May, 1 received a communication from R. L. 
Stryker, Esq., Superintendent at Roberteport, Grand Cape 
Mount, transmitting a note from Priaoa Mannah, Chief of' Gal- 
liots, written for him by a British trader residing thare, convey- 
ing ibe intelligence of a Spanish slaver beiog at Gallinaa bar, 
and that ha regarded it bia duty to give notice thereof to Gov- 
ernment, according to proerip. When tboae note* ware received, 
the Quail wae on a cruise m low down as Caps Palraaa, and 
would not be due at this pat for eight or ten dsya. So soon as 
sha arrived and could be gd in readiness, she proceeded to Gal- 
linaa, where she arrived on the 27th of May. The oommandcr 
of tba Quail, having been satisfied by testimony obtained on 
shore, oorroborative of tbl information previously give

M. ship 
Torch, ia this harbor last December, and his subsequent notion 
with tha Liberian prise at Gallina* in June, as amonntiag ie 
effeot to H. M. Govornment positively denying the right and 
authority of thb Government to suppress the slave-trade nt Gal- 
linns and other points claimed a* within tho jurisdiction of 
Liberia ; and thoee old slave-dealers, who had been checked for 
years by this Government from prosecuting the slave-trade, con- 
cluded that they could revive and proeaeeta it with impunity. 

These untoward circumstances have led, during tba year, to 
tha revival of tha old predatory wars among tha tribes and ciana, 
commencing from above GnlHnns, and extending down beyond 
the' eonth-east bank of the St. Paul's river, a distance of over a 
hundred inilea, and extending a considerable distance interior- 
word. That extant of oountry hue been in a state of war for the 
last four months, creating aa almost in r aaa a nt soene of excitement 
ia all our settlement*. Hundreds of aboriginal refugees in this 
county have within tha last four months fled from their boom, 
’ e and other property, and nought ia our 
from oaptivity for the slave market. Our 
oitiaens residing ia the rural district* of the 81 . Peal's and at 
Oareysburg, and up tha Mesarado river, have been taxed during 
the year with tha shelter, support, and proUotioe of hundred* of 
men, women, aad children from the interior, who had tens to 
make their escape from the accursed slave-dealer. Chiefs aad 
tribes who had been for mnay years previoatly loyal, among 
whom tea missionaries of the Cross bad oommenoed operating 
encouragingly ; tribe* which had to a great extent laat hop* of 
seeing the slave-trade revived again, and were praiseworthily 
devoting themselves to legitimate avocation*, have been that 
tempted to reeume, within ib* last four month*, their old practice 
of man-steeling, spreading devastation among the weaker tribes 
almost ia oootignity to our most interior settlement*. Snob 
have been a few of the result#, within the year, of the attempt* 
to forcibly revive tee elavs-trad* within the janadfotiou of this 
Republic ; and they are Goto *0 well kaowu throughout this 
oounty ia pairtionlar, aad Liberia to gederel, as that! need not 
further describe then*.

nod waa to have left tbe day sucoceding the depnrtnr« of the 
American vessel from that port, under inaintotion* from the Gov .

The steamer, bearing the cross of St. George , 
not known by some of our cilixens, created some excitement ; but 
the vessel whs soon ascertained to be a friendly one. 

Captain Ueueage- ha* manifested much interest for the welfare 
of Liberia, as also his officers have, and he has beeu authorized 
to as-ure this Government of the sympathy and friendly feelings 
of the British nation. 

Un the 10th m*t . the President entertained Capt. Ueneage, 
aod several of hi* officers, -I tbe Mausioo, together with a num- 
ber of our distinguish'd omens. Toasts were drank in honor of

Plantain fibre, after patient, varied, and repeated experiment, 
has been proved to be equal to hemp for all the purpose* of oord- 
age, and now oommands the tame prices as good hemp — say, 
from £80 to £38 per ton — giving a clear profit to tha grower of 
more than £20 the ton. 

To ooevert tbe stalk into fibre, the stalk is out into lengths 
of three feet long, and quartered. This should be done at qnlok 
as may be, to at not to blaok the fibre with the iron inslrameot 
used ia cutting.

Much of the tropical raoe has nearly served out its time under 
the direction of the Caucasian rsee. They have eeraed their 
outfit, bend them back to the land of the sun. The wilderness 
and the solitary place shall bo glad for them, and the deeert shall 
rejoice and blossom aa the rose. They shall go out with joy, and 
be sent forth with peace. For 'God bath made of one blood all | 
the ustious u f men to dwell on all the taoe or the sanb, aad 
bath appointed the bounds of their habiletion, that by cooperative 
labor they should work out that good for the sons of man whieh 
they should *eek after ell the days of their life.

{ rest benefits received by those settled there, and of tha earnaat 
ope cheriahed in tha Liberian Republio that it would be en- 
couraged and aided iu sustaining its independence br our own 
Government. The entire propriety of the manner and matter of 
this address gave great satisfaction, and the fact* staled were 
well adapted to give confidence in the efforts, and reflects honor 
t//>oa the young nation he represented.

The leaders of the existing insurrection entertain the hope

diately interested, it is proposed as e matter of perfectly free 
choice with them. 

In the annual message, last December, I thought fit to say 
the I’oion must be preserved, and hence all indispensable means 
must be employed. I said this not hastily, but deliberately. 
Tnere has been, and continues to be, an indispensable means to 
this end. practical acknowledgment of the National author- 
ity would render the continuance of the war unnecessary, and it 
would cease. ■ ' 

If, however, resistance continue*, the war must alto continue, 
and it is.impotoible to foresee all the incident* whioh may at- 
tend, and all the ruin which may follow it. Such propositions 
a.-* may teem inditpensable, or may obviously promise great 
efficiency toward ending the ttruggle, must and will come. 
The proposition now being made though an offer only, 1 hope 
it may be esteemed uo offence to ask whether the pecuniary ooo- 
tideration tendered would not be of more value to the Slates 
and private persons concerned than are the institutions and pro- 
perty in it, in the present aspect of affair*. While it is true 
that the adoption of the proposed resolution would be Initiatory, 
and not within itaeif a practical meMure, it is recommended in 
’ the hop* that it would soon lead to importaut results. 

In the full view of the great responsibility to my God and to 
my country, I earnestly beg the attention of Congress and the 
people to the subject.

The Thirtieth Annual Meeting of the New- York State (Col- 
onization Society was held at Irving Hall, in the city of New- 
York, Thursday evening. May 8th, 1 

Iu the absence of the President, on uL,. *>, Rev. Thomas 
Je Witt. D.D., Vice-President, took the chair. Prayer wa* 
ottered by the Rev. John N. Wyckoff, L).D. 

Thy abstract* of the Annual Rejujrt and the Treasurer’s Re- 
port were read hy the Corresponding Secretary, Rev. J. B. 

The Corresponding Secretary stated that he had letters from 
Rev. John Sevs, and from President Bwwn, who had iwn 
invited to he present and make addressetrhut were unable to 
attend — width he wrtuld not read. 

The Rev. Dr. Rice, who liayl been announce*! a* a speaker, 
was not in the house to speak. 

Tlie President introduced the Rev. Dr. Tyng, who, after a 
few playful reinarks -about the suddenness of the call to pre- 
de, lir. Ui* (V) addressed the audience in ft most effective 
■oech of oticjrour. N 

Long before the close *►»' -the’ address the large hall was well 
tilled by an audience in full sympathy with the speaker; 

Addresses were, also made bv Win. E. Dodge, Esq., and 
Wm. Tracy. The Anniversary Meeting closed with a bene- 
diction by the Chairman, Rev. Dr. De Witt. 

The Society then held a meeting for the transaction of busi- 
ness, Dr. De Witt in the chair. Nominations were made to till 
the places made vacant by death or by removal, when, oi 
motion, officers were chosen for the ensuing year.

Lincoln, and to the Senate of the United States, for the mea- 
sures already taken toward a recognition of the Republic 
of Liberia, and express our earnest nope that diplomatic *“- 
latious will he speedily consummated.

liesolved, That tho couunerce between this country and Li- 
beria, irrespective of any moral or philanthropic considera- 
tions, should induce our government at ouce to recognize Li- 
beral ns one of the family of nations, and to establish com- 
mercial relations with her. 

liesolved, That we regard the appropriation of $100,000, by 
the Act of Congress, to encourage ana aid voluntary emigra- 
tion of the free colored population of the District of Colum- 
-bin, as an act of justice to them, and of good National policy 
.ml that a like appropriation ought to he made in favor of thi 
whole free colored population ot this country. 

Iiesoh't d, Tlmt the horrors of the African slave-trade are 
such as to demand the most determined efforts for its extirpa- 
tion, and that the recent efficient enforcement of our laws pro- 
nouncing it piracy, and tho treaty just formed with Great 
Britain to protect our flag from ubuse, ure accepted bv ns 
gladly as pledges tligt it will no longer ho tho sconrgo of Af- 
rica, or a peril to the Republic of Liberia. 


Ihsolvtd , That, asX'hristians and philanthropists, we regard 
with deep interest. and gratification tho evangelical and educa- 
tional institutions which have been established in Liberia, and

penses, and send out to Liberia all the emigrants who have 
been ready to go forth. By reference to the Treasurer’s ac- 
count, it will . be seen that the total amount in the Treasury 
has been $18,897.?$. Of this, from donations and agencies, 
$3366 ; church collections, $1073.93 : legacies, $4918-14', col- 
lection* by agents, $9flS9.TO ; miscellaneous, $»085.38. 

A large proportion of the legacies was from the Executor of 
our former President, Anson G. Phelps, Seu. We have uo 
reason to doubt but that a much larger income could have 1 
been secured, had emigrants in larger number applied for aid 
to settle in Liberia, or bad it seemed proper under all the cir- 
cumstances, to make more strenuous efforts. 

The j>ast and present afford abundant evidence that whem 
ever, and just as fast as the deseendfu te of Africa among us 
resolve to emigrate to Liberia voluntarily, there will he ade- 

S iuate nmans found to do the work. Not one will need to stay 
or lack of means. If private beneficence is "not sufficient, 
a nation’s purse will be opened.

The independent existence of the Itepatblio of Liberia, made 
independent in .1847, at tho instance and suggestion of the 
American Colonization Society, which had planted the feeble 
coUmy but twenty -five years before, carried with it, Uf neces- 
sity, all the rights with all tho responsibilities of self-control.

its session in 1848, which was held to ratify the Articles of 
Agreement formed hy her Commissioners with the parent so- 
cieties, to settle their subsequent relations and rights, demur- 
red to Article IV., which gave to another nation an unlimited 
and unconditional right to land recaptured Africans within 


tify hi* course, and he was silent, whihfthe immense majority 
present pronounced ldm the calumniator of Liberia, and in 
September the Rev. John Sevs, United States Agent, certified, 
in a public, document, that tn* contract for their care had been 
faithfully fulfilled. 

We have reason in this matter, as on so many other occa- 
sions, to rejoice at the micccac with which the people and gov- 
ernment of Liberia acquit themselves in difficult position*. 
When tried, they are not' found wanting. 

The decided measures now taken to stop the slave-trade 
by a treaty between the United States and England, for mu- 
tual search, the dreadful fate of Captain Gordon, executed for 
piracy committed in that illegal traffic, and the growing indig- 
nation of the world at this continued outrage on humanity, 
render it improbable that many more will be captured and 
added to the Liberian population, so that apprehension of| 
danger from their excessive numbers may be banished.

The education of any community is the test of its advance- 
ment in civilization, and the index of its future progress. To 
subject any people to receive their education ina community, 
Siuf from teachers and hooks, ever making them feel their inferi- 
ority, must depress and discourage. To leave any community 
destitute of men of thorough mental training, adequate to 
Trite its history, form and mold its hooks of instruction, so as 
i> meet its special mental, and moral wants, is, of necessity, 
t> make it weakly and dependent in lhatters pertaining to its 
Host essential interests. Had England lioen without its Ox- 
ford and Cambridge, or Scotland without its Edinburgh, or 
Kassachiisetts without its Harvard, or Connecticut without its 
’Sale, how different their history I 

It is, therefore, with no ordinary pleasure that we announce 
tie inauguration of a college, in Lilieria, during the year now 
ii review. 

All impediments being removed, the buildings, previously 
yell advanced, were pressed forward urgently through tlie 
iear 1861, to completion. 

Tlie Trustees selected as Professors, three citizens of Liberia, 
[thoroughly, acclimated, in the vigor of life, and with s{>ecial

THIRTIETH ANNUAL REPORT 
^nv-^lovk jfrtate Colonisation jfrorirti}. 

MAY 8. lSOU. 

Emigration to Liberia for the year past has been very small. 
The commotions of the whole country have unsettled and be- 
wildered men us to plans for the future. 

The establishment, in the city of New-York, of a Bureau of 
Emigration bv the llaiticn Government, with ample funds at 1 
command, aided by the employment of the press, and numer- 
ous traveling agents to look up emigrants, attracted the at- 
tention of many colored men to Haiti, and more than one thou- 
sand emigrated there, thus doubtless drawing some away 
from Liberia. 

Tlie Government of Liberia has profited bv the example of 
Haiti, and commissioned three of her eitizensto invite emigra- ' 
tion to her rich lands. 

The few emigrants of the year have taken passage in vessels 
engaged in the African trade, and in small companies. The 
total number was forty-eight for the year, in the following 
order :

Among them were several who give prpmise, if their lives 
•vnd health are spared, of much future usefulness. A few men 
• *f the right stamp are sometimes of more value than a multi- 
tude of un inferior class. With the emigrants several Libe- 
rian citizens, who had visited the United States on business or] 
for their health, returned. 

VENDS. 

Tlie national troubles, while always directing the public at- 
tention to the colored race among iis, have so held all minds 
in suspense, between hope and apprehension, as in a great 
measure to paralyze efforts for raising funds. Tlie calls upon 
the public for relief to the families of our soldiers, and for the 


the right of being consulted and treated with. 

When, iu 1858, tho recaptives from the ship Echo wort 
landed in Liberia, under an agreement between tlio Americai 
Colonization Society and tho United States, without any coi- 
sultation with tho Liberia authorities, there was at once an i»- 
fraction of what they deemed a contract, and hold to be a 
right essential to their safety- It was with difficulty tlat 
legislation to prohibit the landing of any more reeaptives \vu 
prevented. ! r 

When, in 1880, seven vessels were captured, and 8ffi0 
hoathen slaves were landed in the same way, the patience of 
Liberia was exhausted, and a demand made that her soverogn 
rights of self-defense should be respected. 

At a special meeting, held in October, I860, by the Board 
of Directors of the American Colonization Society, to -euisider 
these demands, after u full consultation, the 4th Articleof the 
agreement made between the Commissioners of tho Rqmblie 
and the American Colonization Society in 1848, as modified 
by tho Senate of Liberia, was formally ratified, and a se-ies of 
resolutions passed, placing the recaptives and tho funds tppro- 
priated hy tho United States Government in the ahsolut) con- 
trol of tho Republic of Liberia. 

Tlie Commissioner, Dr. James Hall, sent out to form t con- 
tract with Liberia for this transfer, fulfilled his task without 
any difficulty, to tho satisfaction of Lihoriu, and in Bucha way 
as to secure the unanimous, ratification of it by tlie Dice tors 
of the American Colonization Society, at their meetint, Jan- 
uary, 1862. 

Under this contract the recaptives then on hand were 
passed over by tho Agent of the American Colouizatim So- 
ciety, in January, 1861, to tho authorities of Liberia, wli», hav- 
ing been kept destitute of funds for six mouths afterwtrd by 
the non-receipt of authority from Washington to drew for 
money, were not able to construct the building which tlpy ltad 
proposed for the education of tho young Africans, am; were 
compelled to scatter them among those colonists who, ;ust in 
proportion to their poverty and unfitness, wore clamoious to 

K t them in their care and receive the allowance fir their 
ard. 

There lias been hut one slave-shipcaptufed during tie jiast 
year by the American cruisers. This was the ship Nightin- 
gale, captured by tho Saratoga, near the Congo River April 
25th, 1861, having on hoard 900, mostly boys. Tlie® poor 
victims of heartless cupidity, seem to have been in a itate of 
extreme feebleness when they were put on tho ship, and 
death rapidly carried them away. During tho twelve days 
occupied in sailing to Monrovia, one hundred and forty died, 
and the remainder were landed scarcely alive. Tlie mortality 
continued for several weeks, but a large number survived aud 
are doing well. The landing of nearly five thousand recap- 
tives in Liberia within twelve months, and their comfortable 
support, without causing a scarcity or increaaed price for tlie 
native grown food, is not only satisfactory in itaelf, but es- 
pecially so as demonstrating the capacity of that country to 
receive emigrants by thousands, as rapidly as America may 
be able to famish them. 

Tho plan of President Benson for the care and education of 
the large number of recaptives taken from slave-ships, was to ' 
erect in every county, on a farm of five hundred acres, the 
needful large buildings to accommodate several hundred in 
each, and have them under a system of self-support, kept for 
several years, with instructors to teach them to read and learn 
them trades and agriculture. 

Not receiving any funds from the United States Govern- 
ment, or the American Colonisation Society, or any authority 
to draw for funds, until June 22d, 1861, and then only for 
enough to defray expenses already incurred, the President 
found himself unable to oarry his plan into execution, and un- 
der the necessity of apprenticing them for a year after they 
were landed, among the farmers and citizens. * * 

It is very gratifying to learn that these apprentices have 
shown great aptitude for civilization, and are rapidly being 
incorporated into tlie community as most useful laborers. 

An anonymous correspoudent of a New-York paper, made 
some vague and improbable allegations of neglect on the part 
of President Bensou, to care for the recaptives landed from 
the ship Nightingale, but a public meeting was convened at 
Monrovia, to offer said correspondent an opportunity to jus- 


llon. Joseph Jenkins Roberts, formerly President of Lilieria, 
was appointed President of the College, and Professor of In- 
ternational Law. 

Rev. Edward W. Blyden, Principal of the Alexander High 
School, at Monrovia, was appointed Professor of Ancient and 
Modern Languages, in which his attainments are remark- 
able;, and Rev. Alexander Crummell, for years an efficient 
missionary in Liberia, of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
was chosen’ Professor of Literature. 

On the 23d of January, 1862, according to previous «u* 
nouncoment, the College was organized, and Professors Robert* i 
and Blyden were inaugurated. Professor Crummell has lieen 
occupied in efforts, in the United States, to secure a library 
for the C allege. 

Tlie Manager of tlie New-York State Colonization Society did 
not hesitate to assume the caro of providing for one of ihe Pro- 
fessors, enabled to do so liy tho endowment so generously pro- 
ided by Joseph Fulton, Esq., late of Vienna, Ontario county. 

Tlie transference of Professor Blyden from the Alexander 
High School to the College, enabled the Presbyterian Foreign 
Missionary Society to relieve itself temporarily of tliat drain 
ujHin its resource somewhat straitened by the* disturbed con- 
dition of our country, by giving up tho school. While this is 
much to l>o regretted, it enables tho Board of Managers nf 
this Society to place some young men, seeking a collegiate 
education, on the endowments hold by us from the Bloomfield 
Estate, and thus moot, to some extent, what will be an imper- 
ative need in a community like that of Liberia, composed 
chiefly of new settlers, in a new country, without accumu- 
lated wealth. 

The opening of this College marks a new era in the pro- 
gress of the Colonization Society’s benign work. It is. how- 
ever, but begun, and will need tlie fostering care and sup- 
jiort of the friends of African enlightenment for its increased 
usefulness. 

* Perhaps in no more certain way can perennial blessings be 
assured to the race iu Africa, than by the adequate endow- 
ment of Professorships and Scholarships in this College. It 
is understood that, for reasons deemed adequate, the actual 
working of the College classes has lieen deferred for another 
year, and that the Professors, meantime, in the United States 
and England, will exert their influence to render its machinery 
and resources more perfect. 

The semi-annual dividends from tho Bloomfield and Fulton 
invested funds, for education, have lieen received regularly. 

Tlie Alexander High School, in which several young men 
were aided from our education fands, continued its courses of] 
Btudies, (during the temporary visit of its Principal, Rev. Ed- 
ward W . Blyden, to this country for his health,) under a young 
man formerly a pupil in it, aided by us. 

When Mr. Blyden acoepted the professorship in the Liberia 
College, it became a question whether the Presbyterian Mis- 
sionary Board would longer continue the Alexander High 
School, and as several of the scholars, supported from the 
Bloomfield Fund, were prepared to enter the College as Fresh- 
men, the Board of Managers passed a resolution to continue 
aid to such as should commence a college course. We rejoice 
to know that the Alexander High School will probably be re- 
moved to some interior location, and continued, and thus the 
noble work so well begun, and whoee fruit* so abundantly ap- 
pear, may be extended and perpetuated. 

On the part of some there has always been an objection to 
the present location of the College, on the rocky site at Cape 
Messurado. Especially was it felt to be unwise, as forbidding 
profitable labor on the part of young men deatitute of money, 
and who yet desired to pet % college education. For tins 
purpose an interior elevation, with a farm of one or two hun- 
dred acres, it seemed to them would meet their needs much 
better than the one now occupied. 

This being now impossible, the question-will be forced on 
us, IIow shall the poor young men of Liberia be supported 
while pursuing a college coarse I Not by self-labor, ^Yor they 
have no field ; not by the help of parents, for few are yet 
able to bear the expense : not by education societies formed 
in Liberia for their aid, for the community ia yet too feeble 
for such an effort. To the friends of education m the United 
States and Groat Britain only can we look for the adequate 
means. This conclusion justifies us in an urgent appeal to the ■ 


wealthy, to endow scholarshi|ie, for a 
permanent income for this purpose. 

Such an appeal we would now 
make. The precious influences of the 
funds left us for this puqioad, by our 
former benefactor, Mr. John Bloom-' 
field, as seen in a large class of the 
most refined, best educated, and most 
prominent young uten^of Lilieria, are 
conclusive ‘of the inestiftiable advan- 
tage of sjich funds. By successive 
classes of youth thus aided, the liene- 
faction will flow on front generation x 
’to generation, causing thanksgiving 
to God for the generosity of the do- 
nors, and blessing all Africa. 

Twenty scholarships, founded this 
year, would do much to insure jier- 
tnanence aud freedom to the future 
population of Liberia, while their 
prosperity would attract thousands of 
our aspiring colored imputation to 
liecome partici]mtorB by emigrating 
thither. 


|, Tlie people of Libcriu have, in tho 
exercise of their ]iolitical franchise 
under their constitution, held tlicir 
eighth presidential biennial election. 

President Benson was easily ro- 
iilected for his fourth term, which 
will make a jieriod of eight years of 
service hy him, just as long as that of 
his predecessor. 

In his last inaugural address. Pres- 
ident Benson /announces his determi- 
nation to retire at the expiration of 
Ills term, and leave the people free to 
exalt some other of her citizeus to this 
eminent position. 

It is most gratifying to see this ex- 
hibition of order ana )ieace under a 
free and elective government, in trop- 
ical Africa, by a people so little 
trained by aiiy actual use of this 
high privilege, and it s)ieaks volumes 
for the future of Africa and the race. 

Her pledge to suppress the slave- 
trade lias l>ceu again put to ihe teat, 
aud nobly vindicated during the jiast 
year. 

In 1851 Liberia completed her pur- 
chase, at a fair price, of all ' tlie sea- 
coast o» her nortli-west border, from 
Gape Mount to the bar, including tho 
Gallinas River and territory. 

So little have the world regarded 
her progress, that this fact seems not 
to have lieen not Led. Hence, in 
1858, when the Regina (Vli \ miated - 
Liberia Laws, France seemed t<> be 
surprised at hef capture by the Lilm- 
ria authorities, and violently ti*>k her 
away. 

A vain attenmt Was made by the 
officers of tlie Regina Genii, and the 
friends of the slave-trade, to impli- 
cate the Liberian authorities. A 
plain statement of the facts produced 
universal conviction of her innocence 
and probity. 

Early in* the last summer, a Bpanish 
slave-trader entered tlie same river, 
and found himself soon laid hold of 
hy the Uberian authorities. Before 
tlie vessel could !>e got out of the river 
by the captors, the commander of an 
English vessel, in ignorauce, real or 
feigned, of the title of Liberia to tliat 
coast, took the vessel from the Libe- 
rian officers, and burned her. Here 
were two nations outraging the Libe- 
rian flag. President Benson at once 
remonstrated with the British Gov- 
ernment, and we are glad to say that 
a disposition to liepr the truth was 
manifested, and an officer sent to get 
oopies of the treaties of cession, made 
in 1850. 

Hie Bpanish authorities were leas 
just, and sent a vessel to Monrovia to 
revenge a fancied wrong. Fortunate- 
ly their power was not equal to their 
disposition, aud Liberia nobly assert- 
ed ner rights of self-defense and her 
honor. 

Hie evils slie had to meet did not 
end here, for the ravage chiefs in 
the interior, and up the coast, de- 
lighted with the prospect of again 
having a iharket for slaves under 
Spaniui protection, at once beat their 
war-drums, and began the work of 
devastation. To such an extent did 
this proceed, tliat they evep threat- 
ened to destroy the Liberia interior 
settlements, ana reduce the |>oor re- 
captive* again to slavery. 

Amid all them d adders and throats, 
Liberia held herself in an attitude ot 
conscious right and power, and at 
once began the work of compelling 
the tribes to lay aside their weapons 
and become quiet. 

Having, for twelve years, iu vgin 
offered and conferred on America^ 
merchants all the privileges and ex- 
lesnpticna granted to nations which re-

Senate, which will pre- 
vent our national flag from anv longer being used as a screen 
lor the protection of this horrible traffic.- For ages to come, 
Africa will have occasion to mark the year 1862 as an era to 
be honored, presagiug i»eace and prosperity to li?r afflicted 
people.

He said that no nation on the face of | 
the earth oeased to look with interest on their ancestral 
home, however long they may have been exoluded from it, but 
that the descendants of Africa seemed to have leu of this attach- 
ment than any other. He presented many cogtnt reasons why, 
for their own take u well as for the ukoof their brethren in that 
benighted lend, the descendants of Africa now in this country 


should turn their thoughts to the land of their fathers. Refer-

It ie net my feme tine to addreu you on th* detaik of Liberian 
» and customs. I could toll yon nothing of that Rape brio 
whioh you do not already know. Many of yon — excepting in 
th* eiagte point of personal axparienoe— are u thoroughly 
acquainted with thet ooentry ml am, if not more *o. I have 
i to-night to bear, la genaral terms, my testimony to th* 
great good which the Booiety of whioh yon are an auxiliary 
braaoh, hu done, aad k now doing. My residence in Liberia 
of alarm year* ooaviaeu me that you are engaged in a very 
greet and a very important work— a work whieh, if it wen 
thoroughly understood by all th* white aad blaok men of thk 
land, oould not fail to oommand their duput attention, and ea 
lkt their warmest interest. It may seam to some that the pro- 
gram of Liberia hu bam very slow. Nnmerioally spukiag, it* 
progress hu bun slow ; but in real, substantial, snd solid 
growth— in all thou slsmants which ere neoeesary in laying 
th* foundation of empire— in building np n nationality— its 
growth hu been remarkably * nooaraging. 

Those results ia the morel u in th* phyeiul world, whieh nr* 
of great nod permanent utility, are generally of tardy develop- 
t. Ignoring thk principle, th* opponent* of Colonisation 
have made themselvu merry over the fact that the remits, ac- 
cording to their utimslioo, of the Colonisation enterprise, hove 
been oommeosurete with th* labor* of ita supporter*. While 
OoloniaiUoniets have ,b*m earnestly laboring to do a great and 
parmnami work for Afriu and tha African, beoeuac what some 
ull important results have not bean immediately apparent, 
the odium of hostility to the interests of th* blacks hu bun 
hstensd upon them, and th* oradit of greet sympathy with 
that injured elau hu bun carried off by another ut of 
who are only partial and temporary ia their benevoienoe. 

Tbe founders of Liberia looked upon the negro u n man, 
needing, for his hulthful growth, ell the tnooursgement of | 
of social sod political equality. They provided for him, there- 
fore, a home ia A fries, hk own fatherland. And while e partial 
aad narrow sympathy wu pouring out its oomplainte end tuning 
Us invectives against their operations, they were sowing th* 
uedt of Afrioaa nationality, end rearing oo thou barbarous 
shores the spectacle w* now behold of a thriving, well-con- 
ditioned, and independent negro State. . 

Many of the strong advoutes for the abolition of slavery 
manifest no special desire to eu negrou form ihemu 
an independent community. Ie feet, many of tham dc 
lieve that th* negro k fit for any other than a subordinate posi- 
tion. They expect thet after slavery k abolished, aad the eonatry 
rescued from that foal Mot oo iu ohanetar, th* negro 
hk position among th* fru laborer* of th* land. Hoy never 
think of outgoing him any other part than that of th* Gibeonitet 
He ia to be, though free, always th* objeot of pHy and patron- 
age, to be assisted aad held np, never to stead alone. They do 
not conceive how nationality end independence sen be at all 
objects to as. They tup pose thet after they have given ua meat 
for food, housu for shelter, aad raiment to cover ua, there k 
nothing eke that we desire, or ere It to mjoy. These mm do 
not know us, or they would understand that wa hare soak u 
well u they. They would know that onr hearts are made of 
th* same material with theirs ; that w* eea feel u well u they ; 


reporing m th* sure anticipation of happier days in thk land of 
their thraldom. They hop* thet the growth of free iastitatiou 
and th* progress of Christian smtimeat will eradicate the retd 
•wret prejudice against them. Such advance and program may 
have that sfcci, bat by tbet time th* negro will have passed 
away, victimised end absorbed by the Ceucarian. 

Thk feeling of prejudice sum. to be ieUnsifjing. iastead of 
i creasing. It pervades the whole national mind. And so * 
strongly hu it laid hold upon th* heart* of the people, that 
grave and venerable legislators, in the national councils, are not 
ashamed to acknowledge themselvu under its refinance. And 
there la every thing to prodau th* oooviotioo that it k destined 
to b* permanent. Than k every thing, both ie the condition of 
th* negro, end in the louou which th* European daily imbibes, 
to perpetuate it The condition of th* negro ia thk eonatry k 
one of universal degradation, aad of conn* with th* charaeterh- • 
inseparable from such a condition. I mif this with a fall 
knowledge of the few very honorable exceptions here end there. 
Th* occepatioet to whieh hr k driven for a livelihood are of 
each a character u to keep him low end groveling in hie aims 
and upiration*. He k almost universally the servant of the 
white mm ; *o that, as coon u a negro k seen, the prosemptioa 
toe k that be U a meoial. Hk color at oau associates him 
with that olus of person*, and th* general feeling k to treat him

Th# easy remedy for this is, that the same aid to emigrate 
thoulu be offered to all of the colored population in all the State*. 
Then inducements could be offered to lead to a large emigra- 
tion of the free colored population, and the stream once flowing,

Purchasing 
ill th« land around him, he placed himself beyond the curiosity 
an,) annqyance of near neighbors. His negro servants alone 
were permitted to reside in his house, and they were the deposi- 
tories of the secrets of his household, and acted as his clerks 
m l agents in all hi» transactions with the outaide world. 

He -acquired a passion for buying land, though his views were 
ntirely for the distant futme. He finally owned a belt around 
New Orleans from the nver to the river again. ~ 

'when he had accomplished this is thus told : 

A lew, years before his death, meeting one of iiia old friends i 
in the street, he slapped him on the shoulder, and with hie face 
full of enthusiasm and joy, exclaimed : “ Congratulate me, my 
friend ; 1 have achieved the greatest viotory of my life. I have 
drawn my lines around the city, and now » ntirely embraoo it to 
my arms— all for the glory of (»od and the good of my raoe.” 

I 'unug all this eager pursuit of acres, there wes never any 
manifestation of selfishness or of the ordinary repulsive charac- 
teristics of grasping avarice. It is true, he was exacting, punc- 
tual. and opinionated. He pureued his own oourac to all matter*, 
but there was no misanthropy or harshness in his manner or 
deportment. He rarely gave for charitable or other purposes, 
or the reason that Le would never sell any property he had ] 
acquired, because he said it was not his; that he was only the 
‘toward or agent of Hod for certain great designs.

The first letter from the President offering to put him iu charge 
i dated last Saturday. Yesterday a proclamation was framwl, 


and to-day approved by tha President. Previously, however, to 
conversation, Senator Pomeroy, who le an abolitionist rather than 
a colonisstioi ist, had discusse 1 tha whole qnMtion with the Pres- 
ident nt length, and resolved to dm bis best efforts to achieve the 
euda which each bed -in view, beirg aeaured that the President 
would b« slow to emancipate unless he had tha well-grounded hope 
that he could oolonise ruoceesfully. 

The President bas . ffered Senator Pomeroy the fine steamer 
Vanderbilt for the coi veyance of his first colony, whioh is to 
suit on the 1st of Oci -bet from Washington. It will earry one 
hundred families, eelectud from among those who offer to go. A 
printiug-preea la to be a part of the eargo, whioh ia famished by 
an African freedman of Baltimore, who goee with it. Under the

dvilixstion and Christianixatiou of Liberia- (Load sheers.) 'it 
was the land of his ancestors ; it was the lend for whose welfare 
he had ever • struggled, and with whose interests he •** closely, 
identified ; and he felt no »hame in standing before theca that 
evening with the open avowal of his connection with the “ nigger 
race. Uie sable hue proved that he wae allied to it by birth, 
and it had been the labor of hi» life to contribute to the prioress 
and advancement, in ever? wav, ■of Liberia, and through Liberia 
of tbe whole of Africa. It might be true that the L-.beriaw 
could not boast of having done much towards the accomplish- 
ment of Urn great end; but he hoped that something bed been 
accomplished through theft means , and so that the civilisation 
of Africa continued to progress, it mettersd litUeby whet agency 
the result was brought about.

A VO YAWS’. TV* BONNY, WRIT CO SAT OF At'SIC*. 

Thu Bonny river It one of the tributaries of the great and 
mysterious Niger, which dischargee by numerous mouths into tbe 
Gulf of Guinea, end the delta of which serves as a barrier for 
the Gulfs of Benin and Biaftra. 

Tbe Bonny has at its origin a soith-eouth-weetarn coarse, hut 
twelve miles from its mouth it makes e sharp curve, and flops to 
the south, The lerge volume of water which it rolls down hinders 
the formation of sandbanks, so dangerous to moat of the sev- 
eral African ports. Yet the background on^both banks of the 
chanuel, excavated by its stream in the see, is gradually elevated 
from year to year, and after the swellings of the winter-season, 
the danger for shipping increase*. The English have li 
the difficulties of landing on this river by the construction of 
beacoos of irouplata in the chums). Although we were already 
out of the Golf of Benin, where the sky, in consequence of the 
immense quantity of evaporated water, is always cloudy, the 
horizon was neverthelesa flat aed foggy. The tun could scarcely 
penetrate the dease atmosphere, and could only throw pale yel- 
low rays, by which objects at a certain distance could be recog- 
nised only very indistinctly. At noon, tbe oontiaued eleva- 
tion of the background compelled the' captain to hnohor the 
Cleopatra, a mall steamer, on the west coast of Africa. Every 
paaeenger furnished himself with a spyglass, in order to take a 
view of the country. The weather wae oelm, and scaroaly aay 
air was stirring. Long waves coming from tbe sea elevated the 
ship slowly, and kept it in a regular motion. About five o’clock 
P. M., the tun came fully out, and allowed us to tee the profile of 
the oouitry, and tbe first beaoon. The Cleopatra began to move, 
aad at six o'clock we anchored in the midat of sixteen large En- 
glish ships, all palm-oil traders. At tbe plaee where we an- 
chored, the river haa a width of fira hundred meter* (540.8 feet). 
To our left wa saw th* village of Bonny, aurrouaded by a girdle 
of big tree*; end to the right were numerous smell islands, be- 
tween which were narrow channels, covered by the oanoee of th* 
natives. 

On th* following day, early in th* morning, oanoee, ooming 
from all directions, surrounded the ship. They were served by 
young dares, who were either captured or bought of the tribee 
in the interior. Like ell rich Africans, the masters of these ca- 
noes were dreaeed in aprons of bright olotb, extending to the 
feet, and hindering them from easy walking. Tkay spoke En- 
glish. One of them, Tom Jacob, waa detained to breakfast. He 
wed with facility the European teble-ntraaik, and answered with 
intelligence questions put to him about the trade aad th* 
nere.of the oouotry. 

We aooepted th* invitation of Mr. Hite, the Captain of the 
Prinoeae Royal, to aooompany him oo board his ship, to show us 
th* arrangements of a trading-vessel, aid to take w to th* vil- 
lage of Bonny, where be was well acquainted, from his long resi- 
dence in the river. Tbe Prinoeae Royal, like all English vaeaah 
constructed ae floating stores, haa only her lower masts. The 
deck k provided with a roof, covered with palm leaven The at 
■eat poetebb comfort in to bn found. To live comfortably la one 
of the wort essential condition, in this country, where th* fover, 
dysentery, iaflamwoiioo of the liver, aad diseases of the ekia are 
always ready to weakon thee* who take no ear# of then 

Hm megsxinee are aft, ia the steerage. There yea fad all 
thiaga methodically arranged, to tompt the oovetowaeaa of the 
blacks, be it ia slot h es, took, or la these thousaad email things 
Which they loag to powow. Th* rewaialag part of th* vessel k 
used for the storage of th* puaofaoas. There k a hearth oo the 
foreowtle, for the purpose of trying or oleaaiag the pala-cll, if 
it oowtetes too maoh water or other halerefaaeaw materials. As 
it wema, deeeiviig belong* to trade, aad fat thie respect th. blaake 
are not behind th* eiviliaed nation*. The oil k adulterated at 
Boaay with so greet ability, that th* Europeans have to aaert the 
grertwt attention, if they Would not be defrauded. The nep- 
lataa of the store-ships remain at least three years loag ia tbe 
river. They prepare th* cargoes for the ship*, tbe arrival of 
which k aaaoanced to them. I B g^ral, they employ aetivo 
brokors. Those who, from want of experience, try to go them- 
■elvm up th* river, or to its tribuuries, soon foil sick aad db, 
which, for the most pert, Is the coas*qM M « 0 f the hardships or 
th* foolish attempt to rival the native merchant#. Only 


these foliar are able to resist the daagerous e xh a l ations of Bnaay. 
They exchange, through very great distance*, the merchaadfom 
confided to them, for palmed), aad sometime* they deliver it sritb 
the privilege* on the crop. At the appointed time for repay 
meat, th* traders return to th* river, or to the village. Tbk 
mode of trad* causes, without ’doubt, pretty loag delays, but the 
native* have generally kept tbeir promise*. 

Th* quantity of oil annually erported from Bonny may bee#- 
tiaaated at twenty thousaad tans. \Th* current price per tun is 
from one hundred and fifty to two hundred francs (890 to |40), 
payable in merchandise, with a profit of at least one hundred per 
cent. Bonny is also th# oentrai point for the ivory and gold 
duet, brought here from the delta and th* spacious traprteum be- 
tween the Moon Mountains sad the Cameroon.. The English, 
who regard only their own persooa! icterests, instigated for some 
years a revolution against King Lapel, who would not, or could 
sot pay bis contracted debts. This king was removed from th* 
throne, sent to E*gl*«d, aud till tbe full age of hi* son, five re- 
genu were^abetiluted, who divided among themstevee tfa differ- 
rat offices of th* cist*, aid th* produce of th* duties tad iecomee. 

Under the gutdaao* of Oapt Hite, w* wet* going down to the 
village, situated on the north bank of a small peninsula formed 
by tbe alluvium of the river. It may contain about five thousand in- 
habitants. The hate, constructed of day, are covered with palxs- 

iveo, and form as uanrveagtd mam, where we wandered around a* 

a labyrinth. The huU of the regenu and th* principal 
chant* form a block of about fifteen or twenty building*, nonaeoted 
by different passage* on* with another. Scarcely say light can 
come is. To retch the room of the master, a chair k formed, by 
hand# owe with aaather. This room is ventilated by air- 
hole* mad* in the roof. It is adorned with pictures, or rather 
with painted sheet* of paper in gold frame*, fine chairs, clocks, 
looking-glasses, aad a multitude of other furniture, prodedng al- 
most the impremios of a baanr. 

Where?*'- wo Tested, pale* wine us, offered to us, which tbs 
oonnofoeeurs declared the best i* the coast. It waa contained la 
tumblers of ooioved glass, and carved in very flee gut wiae-glame*. 

The continued intercourse of thee# blacks with th< Europeans 
haa developed their test* for luxury, end tbeir wives are dreaeed. 
in fine silk and velvet clothe*. 

A* th* water of th* riwv rs It every wasoe unhealthy, th* 
native* asa only palm wins for drink In the smell streets of th* 
village is sold an inferior quality, which very toon intoxicate* 
My one who is not aoeustomed to it, 1 sew many blacks par- 
obnsing this wine, whioh they paid for with an iron coin in 
shape a semicircle. This coin k manufactured at Bonny, in small 
forges, the bellows of whioh consist of a cylinder of burned clay. 
English merchants tried to import nt Bonny some tune of this 
coin made in Eaglsnd, but their enterprise was not crowned with 
profit, as the natives very soon recognised it as bogus ooio. 

Captain Hit* led us late the war-hut, where were shown to us 
more then twenty thousand skulk of prisoners who have bran 
killed end eaten by the Bouayer*. It is more speciow than the sur- 
rounding huts, and a guard ia placed inside. Th* interior is 
paved with polished skulls. Tbe others arc piled from tbe Boor 
to the roof. How end most th* hams? heart fesl at eueh a spec- 
tacle ! 

OrtfiaaUn wee a general habit at Boaay ; bat 

the trade of this place with the .Europeans has changed the mea- 
ner* of th* higher desses, and the chief trader* abstain from thie 
dreadful custom. Nevertheless, they allow the people to sacri- 
fice the prisoner*, and make a feari of them, if they do not prefer 
to retain them for slam. By acting so, they expect to immor- 
talise th* warlike traditiow of the tribe, Md townake it terrible to 
its foes. A black with sharpened teeth told •* that bun 
is excellent, and that he relishes it with a true delight. While 
he spoke to us, hk face showed terrible exprwaion of eewnality. 

Th* Booayer* worship the iguana, th* crocodile, Md idok 
which have a great Hkeucw to tha Lingam of ths Hindoo. Thera 
latter objecto are always located at the entrance of the hats. 
Concerning the orooodUee, they multiply in the river, Md play 
around the canoes. Th* iguana — a loathsome lisa*! — is the 
honored guest in every hut. Our follow-travelers threw stones at 
them, without these Mlaals taking to flight ; their i 
looks seemed to ray that if w* hurt them, we shoald commit * 
crime. Th* chief of this singular creed k called D'sch wivd’schowo. 
He exercises a great influaaoe, and hk decision* are definitive. 
For to enforoe hk regulations, he betake* himself to poison.

the pUu 1 of the f’residentfor the removal of the free people 
of color t f the Toiled States, with their o«ra consent, to Central 
America, is, it any meaner, the antagonist of the purpose* ofj 
the American Colonisation Society : and i reply, »che*iutingly, 
that it is mu. 

Africa whs originally selected by this Society aa the most 
deetrablw of J all the iocaliiiee that had been, at any time, sug- 
gested for the purpose in view.- The selection was the expression 
of a most deliberate judgment. But the locality was not, neces- 
sarily, connected with (he object of the Coloaiiation Society, 
which is the preparation of a home to whieh the colored people 
®»y g°» "hen circumstance# beyoad all humau control, and 
rapidly accumulating, shall deprive them of all freedom of choice 
whether to. go or stay, and leave them no alternative * «t re- 
nK.'va!. 

The great merit of Colouizstionists, since the organiiation of 
the Sjciety, in 1810, has been, that, foreseeing these circum- 
siauces. they here eteadily persisted, through good ami evil re- 
I orts, in endeavoring to provide for them. The President ad- 
mits that their endeavors have not failed, when he concedes, 

Le has lately done, that Liberia is a success.- Now, if, in edi- 
tion to the outlet which has been provided in A fries, another 
sha . be opened in Central America, another in Hayli, and 
others :n yet unthought of plaees, so much the better will it be 
tor both white and colored people, when the necessity for the 
emigration of the 1st;, r, as the alternative to starvation here, be- 
comes apparent, to all men, whatever their complexion. 

It would ‘be otherwise were it the object of the American 
Colonizttioa Society to build up settlements to wbioh settle- 
menu elsewhere would be rivals for a given trade. T&m the 
President < plan would J^e antagonistic to ourr. But our object 
being to prewide a u-iuge against a comiog storm, for the sake of I 
thi parties exposed to it, those who Dmvuia oiK*. - *J 

so multiply tie means of safety, are our fellow-laborers, and not 
our opponent!. To suppose otherwise, would be as idle isa 
imagining that a boiiu which hail half u doien salety-valves was 
inferior to a boltr had 'hut one. Indeed, the American 
Colonization Society •-hould rejoice to see the President’s plan 
tried. The Societv ■ os too pooi to make the experiments in 
1 ? 10, nor has it si in' been in a condition to attempt them, even 
bad it felt disposed. 

Africa wns select -tot. because the constitution of the Sooiety 

requited it, tut as .. m uter <•( judgment, itnd the aeleolion has 
turned out to happily ’.bat no settlements have beeu attempted 
since in other regions. Still, it is within the range of poaaibility 
that it m..y not have men the best. The President, with means 
at his command wide : our Societv never possessed, is going to 
:e<t the question. If Central America turns out to be better 
than Liberia, as a- home tV r the colored emigiaul from the United 
Sute.-, every friend ot the colored race will thank tbo President 
tor his persistence. 

The overriding sue e.s o( Central America will still leava Li- 
fe. rta one of the great missionary agencies of the world ; and if 
the American Colonization Society shall not have provided a 1 
Lome for a people, it will, at least, have done enough to entitle 
itself to the thanks an i blessings of the Christian world. 

I might stop now, with the reply thus given to your question, 
but l desire to say a few words in regard to considerations lying 
at the root of this matter, and in vindication of those who selected 
Africs for their earliest efforts. 

The circumstances which will make the emig.ation of the free 
people of color a necessity hereafter, have already been generally 
referred to. They are embraced in the simple statement that, 
while the arable land of tba United Siatea. it a died quantity, 
very little of which, comparatively, remains to be taken up, the 
population of the United Su.ei has increased from twenty-three 
million*, in 1850, to thirty-three millions, in 1860; and will, at 
the same rate, be one hundred millions at the end of the cen- 
tury. and two hundred millions in 1980, allowing seen for tha 
deductions to be made growing out of the present war. The 
etfect of this rapid increase is already most apparent in the ex- 
clusion. by white men, of the free blacks Irons vary many of I 
their old employments. The pressure now fait Is not going to 
diminish. On the contrary, it must increase, until a strife for 
creed lakes place, in which the weaker of tha two me 
uow looking on each other as antagonists, must go to the wall — 
ia other word®, mutt emigrate or starve. 

There is but ooe thing that can obviate this result — universal 
amalgamation — an amalgamation that would destroy the di«- 
tincticcs of caste, and make of thi two ‘racct a mongrel, ‘ 
homcgeceous people. 

On *.hv»e grounds rtsta the whole theory of coloniz ition, using 
the word here to express the purposes of the American Colon!- 
stion Society— the fired quantity of land, the rapid increase of 
population, led the impracticability of general amalgamation. 

No oue debus the first two of these proportion*. It is the 
ast only which is disputed. It ia not necessary to discuss it 
her* Those who believe that the two races of white and black 
ac b« amalgamated into one; who would be willing that we 
mould l eOs/Uie mongrels, were am dgama'ioo practical, or who 
iLcy :h-**. in s redundant papulation of distinct rscqs, the white 
:i,au wiii divide the loaf, already too little for bitmeif, with the 
. ack man, cannot be affected by any argument that could be 
. w made. At any rate, colonization assumes sucli an amalga- 
mation to be impracticable 

With regard, next, to. the wisdom of selecting Africa as the 
future JlOtue of the free colored people of the United States. 

In tie first place, Africa was the home of their forefathers, 
.and its climate ooe which, hostile to the white race, was con- 
jen; d to the black. , 

Again, although distant, yet distance had not prevented the 
mporution of the rice into America, ami tbo length of the 


voyage, after all, in 1816, ’was less than tha voyages which 
brought tha Pilgrims to thw country, and whose length loter- 
pqsed no difficulty In the way of emigration to the early settle- 
ment! in America. Bren now it is far shorter than the voyages 
which hre peopling California and Australia with emigrants whose 
motives for removal are far lew cogent than those which operate 
now, and will operas hereafter with Irresistible force, upon cur 
free colored population. 

Again, Africa was a home foe the free blacks, to whieh the 
white man could not follow these, to revive in the Old World the 
contests of tha Nsw. In Africa, climate stands in place of 
armies and fortification*, and this was a consideration peculiar to 
Africa, end not connected with sky part of the American eontti 
I’eRY wf it s adj acent Hanikt 

ijAifrUftia, Colonization wae to depend *t last upon cemmtro, 
anCAfrWh was a virgin market, aeeeev. to which was a deeide 
ratvm, and no belts* aceett to whieh, for commercial purposes, 
eoukl be obtained than through coton!.* of free colored people 
from the United State*, accustomed for generations to tha habits 
and dealings of cirilinad society, and competent to cooducl tha 
oommerce, which, while «t enriched them pecuniarily, wonk) 
make them strong and -powerful bribe numbers which, through 
its aid, would find their way to Oman.

la this connection let ua look at the Central American plan ; 
the reason* urged ia support of it 

In the first piece, Central America in not the home of the 
black mao, but of- a wholly different race, a* dfotinri from his a* 
is the white ret?, nnd it* climate is one. ia whieh the white men 
tan five and thrive. 

In the next place, Although it is nearer to this country than 
Africa, which is ooe of the main argumsats urged in its favor, 
yet this proximity operates both ways. it has Ukea the power 
of Spain, the existenoe of a strong parly in the United States, 
and the powers of France and England to prevent the annex- 
ation of Cuba to this eouatry ; and how long, is it thought, will 
the feeble colony of Central America, or even a nation of free , 
black* there, be able to reaiat the inroads of the white* into r| 
land where they can live, where the precious metals and ooal, 
which, when in the right place, is more precious than ail, may 
be found, perhaps, to offer the same temptations that have car- 
ried thousands and tone of thousands from the Eastern to the 
Western shores of the continent of America, and this, too, when 
a tereo days' voyage ia all that interrene* ? 

Such a result may not take place for year* ; the present gen- 
eration may pass away and not see it, and the next generation 
too ; but, whan the increase of population shall erowd all c'»*se* 
in the United 8tates, Central America, if it poaaeues tha aurae- 
liona for the black* wbioh its friend* claim for it, will not be the 
only place where the white man can live exempt from the over- 
flow of a population that ha* “ o'erboroe its continent.” In 
truth, proximity, looking to the future (and colonisation La* few 
relation* eiespl with tha future), is an objection rather than s 
reoonimendstion to the Central American _ 

live and thrive’ in Central America, whoso climate, therefore, afe 
fords no protection against the raids, and forays, and intrusions 
of his restless and ambitious raoe. < 

Peopled originally by the Spaniards, after the Mexican con- 
quest, it remained under their control until revolution made 
it independent. White men, and men crossed with Indian 
bleed, still hold rule there. The white population is scant, only 
because there are other places where the white man can do bet- 
ter. 

It is left iu it* piesent condition only until these places m.aII be 
filled up, and Central America becomes attraotive enough to in- 
vite emigration, or the pressure of population at home oauses a 
repulsion there that compels it. For, after all, it is either the 
attraction of the new or the repulsion of the old home, or both 
combined, that has effeoled all the colonizations that have taken 
place from the daya of tha Phoenicians to the present linn. In 
this view of the oase, than, emigration to Central America will 
result in Jittlw more than the continuation of the labor of the 
hlaek man for the white that ha* been going on for centuries, 
with this difference, however, that while heretofore the labor ha* 
been around and abrnt existing home*, in the case of Central 
America it will be in the preparation of homes for fnture genera- 
tions of white men. It k not the bee alone who toils for others 
than itself, a* Virgil knew and said, sad aa experience, since hi* 
day, has oontmuaa to demonstrate. 

- And iu the next plaoe, Central America possesses in a vary 
■mall d- ,-ree tha element* of that commerce upon which, alone, 
can cole i nation safely depend. Congress may appropriate money 
enough to make tha Central American experiment, but it cannot 
be expected to continue these appropriations beyoad a limited 
period. After that, amigratlon moat be made salt-paying and vol- 
untary. Such has been the ease with every luooesaful emigration

The emigration, however, that has made Aiutrdia what H ia, 
and given to it its present promise, has been a/oluntary and 
aelf-payiug one, enooornged, in tha firel place, by the wool-grow- 
ing facilities of the country, and, afterwards, by tha discovery of 
gold, but carried on wholly by a healthy and profitable com- 
merce. Of the same description has been the emigration to 
California. Convicts ware formerly sent to Maryland and Vir- 
ginia at the publio cost, hut it has baen the self-paying emigra- 
tion of Europo-thst has made us what wa are. 

In determining, then, the comparative merits of Liberia and 
Central America aa localities for the colonisation of free people 
of color, future prohahilitior, looking to commerce, become of 
primary importance, and hare, it mast at ono* he admitted that 
the preponderance is altogether in favor of Liberia, ae one of the 
portal* of the vast continent which thirst* for the products of 
civilisation a* the sand thirsts for the dew. We have hed the 
commerce of Central America for yeait, and it is utterly ina'g- 
nifioant. 

Nor can any number of colonies of free blacks that may be 
planted there, or any nation that may grow out of them, give to 
it the importance which the commerce of Africa has for years 
put enjoyed, both in Europe and America. It ia only i-ec*s*ary 
to read the travels of recent African explorer* to appreciate the 
present value, and be satisfied of the growing demand of the 
commerce here referred to. Liviogatooe found cottou goods 
with the stamp* of mills in Massachusetts on the upper wstei* of 
the Zambesi, and Barth furnishes in detail the data which 
show that nothing is wanted but facility of access to open mar- 
kets io Africa for all the products of our manufacioiit* 

Every yetr, as some new explorer tnteis the field, multiplies 
tbs evidence iu this respect. Eoglsud has had for some lime e 
Itne of steamers to the Bight of Benin, whose profit* an# Amply 
remunerative, and iu other ways has been usiug bar bse| effort* 
to reach the new market* that Africs contains.

Such will be the emigration of the free colored people from 
the United States ; and whether it shall take plaoe to Africa, or 
to Chiriqui in Central America, must depend upon the commer- 
cial iatereats that will be developed in the ordinary course of 
events, in a vast continent, or in the petty Slate to which the at- 
tention of those moet interested ii now invoked. This is a ques- 
tion which the free people of color must determine for themseh 
They have the intelligence to do so. The President propoees to 
afford them the opportunity. It is hoped they may avail tbam-

The argument here, suggested, however satisfactory to many, 
ought not to stand against a successful experiment in Central 
America ; and Ooloniastiunista would only ahow their willingnees 
to *acrifioe the interest* of the free blaeka to mere pride of opin- 
ion were they to oppose iu being made.

Fraaoe, England, Denmark, and Holland all unite in the new 
system, after haviag destroyed the old. 

Was negro emancipation in the colonies an error I The 
French say that it was. Tha English, who paid one huedred 
millions of dollars for emanoipstion, have olung as long ns pos- 
sible to the belief that it wa* well spent. No nation likaa to 
git* ooe hundred millions io vsm, or, still, for n blander. The 
generation of politician* who carried into effect the eohemca of 
Wtlberforoe and hk colleagues, and who dung to thair ideas,, 
baa nearly died out ; and another raoe of men las arisen, who 
look at the economic queetion involved with a practical and

London Athenemm, looking at the long working of tha 
experiment, comas to this conclusion : 

•■ The emancipation of the slaves has been a blow to our Weal 
India colonies. Where once prosperity reigaed, there are now 
poverty and distress; flourishing towns have assumed the 
character of poor oouutry village* ; forest* have again taken 
possession of land once in a high state of ealtivatlon ; thousands 
of families hav* been ruined or become hopelessly involved ;

There Asiatic laborers are brought over to the islands, ostensi- 
bly re free laborers, lor a certain term of years, at Very low wa- 
ger, and with tha privilege of retnrnieg home at the «ud of their 
eppreatiorehip. liul all thk is a fiction. They are not free la- 
borers. They are kidnapped and earned off, or chested into im- 
migration. The fifteen yean of service is nearly the average 
term of their frail live* ; for grown men are taken, and few or 
no woman.

W* have been several lime* instructed by the oompaniow* 
of Dasid Livingstone, About the upper Shire, the Shirwe, sad 
tha fskeJy so-called Nyasea lake, so that the official dispatches 
of the discoverer his**olf to Lord Jobs ftosesli contain no 
(icular news. Nevertheless, a gleaning over it may prove some- 
what profitable. 

The largest river on ths east coast of Africa, the Zambesi, is 
«*ed for shipping by the Portuguese up \o Maxsro. seventy miles 
from ths ooeat. From January till April; when Use river is high, 
sa Livingston* aaasrta, Urge ships can sail from the aea to Tstte. 
But is these inoslh* eapseUJIy, the dangcroue African fever* 
prevail, so that it may ba arid oi the Zsmb** 1 , that it. is sot naviga- 
ble eight months, and for four months emit at to risk of life sad 
health. At TetU the river has, from meassremerit with the 
theodolite at high tide, a breadth of sine hundred sad sixty-four 
yards — at low water, only three or four huadre d yard*, with va- 
rying depth, whieh, measured at tha piaoe wheie Livingstone’s 
steamer waa moored, was twelve or fifteen foot. At Shiramba- 
Dembe the river is on* and three-quarter geographic miles— six- 
ty to a, degree — and at Shifogo sometime* three mllee wide, but 
hire divided by island*. Measured with a patent log, tha great- 
nst spaed of the current wea three and oae-qeartsr to four knoU 
an hour, but the avenge is only two and one-quarter knots. 
From November to January tbe river rises, at Tette, eight feet 
above low-water mark, aod high water continues till the 16lh of 
May. Vestal* of two fwt draft, lika the Ohio steamers, oau run 
the whole year on the river. In the upper basin, coal fields are 
abundant ; but on Liviegstono’s steamer iignura-vilu* waa burn- 
ed for the engine. “ In the course of one year," remarks the 
ditcorerer, “ we out from time to time one hundred and fifty tons 
of tbit wood, whioh would have brought, calculated at the mar- 
ket price of 1868 in London, £000 ($4600). Without great ef- 
fort, we could have out one thousand tons, instead of che hundred 
and fifty, of this valuable wood, furnishing a proof of what caA 
bo 0 »»« 1 — j»»- »* th> Zamha.1 sn.l nt what* will oertaiiBy 

soon be done by the Germans." Mr. Livingstone r«pre»«ui» ,ue 
Germans to his countrymen a* sample* of intrepid merchants, 
from which w* may conclude that the German commerce to the 
Portuguese colonies must ba already of some extent. From Oc- 
tober, 1868, till June, 1869, 6782 elephant-tusks were brought 
to Tette, two-thirds of them of tho weight of fifty pounds eaob, so 
that the import may be estimated at 100,000 pound*. All Eu- 
ropean merchandise it carried in wide, rude canoes of two feet in 
depth, and of two tons burden^ up the river. The freight from 
Quilimane to Tette amounts to £10 the too. But if the small 
canal betweeu the IJuilimane and Zambesi river is dry, which is 
the oase nine month* of the year, the cargoes must be carried 
overland to Maxtro, whereby the expense* for freight are largely 
increased. English dry goods come by a round-about way 
through Bombay, by Banians (India’ merchants) who are com- 
pelled to pay for ivory higher price* than Americans or Ger- 
mans, who seem to mono|>oliat all trad* with Eat Afrio*. Do- 
mestic American prints, inferior muikets, and gunpowder are the 
principal imports. 

Concerning the Shir* valley, three journeys have been under- 
taken up it— namely, at the clot* of December, 1868, when the 
travelers only reached the falls of the Shire, but did not proceed 
further, on aooount of tbe unfriendly demonstrations of the na- 
tives; again in the spring of I860, to. the Shirwa laka ; and 
finally, on the 17th of September, to the to-oalled Nyaten Inks. 
The teoond grant lake is oallel by the inhabitant* Nyingeai, or 
Nyinyeti — “ probably,” adds Livingstone, 11 the Nyaaan, the Ny- 
anas, or Uolamesl lake, from whioh it is supposed that it extend* 
to the equator." To explain this mistake, it moat be . borne in 
mind that Livingstone could not have known of tk* discovery of 
the Tanganyika and the more northerly Ukcrewe lake by Bar- 
ton and 8pekr, nnd that ha took therefore his Nyiayeti for the 
great land-lake on the famous map of Rabmaao. The Shirwa 
lake ba», as it ia known, no connection with the Shir* river, but 
is separated by a mountain chain from tha rivar, and by another 
from the eoast. It Is of the shape of a pear, sixty or Mventy 
miles long. Its greatest width may measure thirty mile*. The 
native* navigate it with large canoes, fearing thn stormy waves ; 
and they take four days to row from one end to the other, or 
two days’ tailing by good wlod. 

The Shire valley itself is slsvated twelve hundred or fifteen hun- 
dred feet above the ocean, aod it overtopped, to the cast of the 
Shirwa lake, by a terrace of lead elevated about three thousand 
feet, and from which the mountain Zjmba rise* to a height of 
seven thousand feet. In the lower Shire valley they traveled 
in the hottest season, called in Afrioa the smoke,” beeaut* the 
air is filled with the smoke of thousands of grasa-flree. Often 
the mercury waa at 110®, and the water waa never under 88°, 
The Shire flows out of ths Nyingssi lake, whioh is only separat- 
ed from the Shirwa or Tamandua lake by a small iethmue. On 
tbe 17th of September, I860, Livingstone waa on tb* bank of that 
remarkable basin, but could not proseoutn hit explorations. The 
natives could bol tell the length of the Nyinyeti lake. All that 
the natives on iu banks knsw, was that it went n long way to 


the north, and then turned round into the tea. The Portuguese 
never venture to go op the Shits, because the warlike native* aP 
way* repulse them The lower Shir* basin i* inhabited on 
! both bast* by* the Maaaganjs; farther up above the foil* live on 
tbe western banka thn Msrnvi. All these negro tribes engage io 
agriculture, produce my excellent cotton, and aw generally 
good-BAtnrad, well-conducted, exoeptirg t he two vices of constant 
drunken nc* and smoking or hadschisoh or Indian hemp. Their 
implem ent* of warfare ar* bow* aod arrows with poisoned iron 
pointr. Firearm* have oot y«t beau ioiroiucsd, but they am 
such skillful iron-workers that there was fonod among them a 
pistol of domestic manufacture, but which it only used at funerals 
for noise -making ; they did not know that thay could fir* bullets 
with it Both ms* have ths hsbit of tattooing and filing tb* 
front teeth in Ahc shape 0 ( a half moan. Tha women pieresT the 
upper lip trader the cose, and put in the opening* tia or Ivory 
ring* of oe« to two inches ia ditmettr. The fashionable ladies 
among the Maagsnjsa wear these ring* so Issg* tbut lbs edge 
of tbs upper lip gona down to thn chin, an ‘that the mouth and 
the under Up are lo b* sevu through the upper Up. In the ynar 
I860, Liringstous accompanied the Mekol-.lo, who bad followed 
bun to the Zambesi, bank t* their native country., and acquired 
by thin joartny * knowledge of that put of the river situated 
between tbe grant fall and tbe month of the Kafne. From the 
Mosioatunya fall down to Tette, rioh coalfield* ate fouud on tha 
slops* of the banks- They crossed, on their way 10 tbe Zambesi, 
the highUed of Batoka, at an elevation of three thousand feet, 
where, during the night, hoar-froct fell, and the pools were 
covered with thin ioe. Bat the acU hardly freeses here, so that 
the roots of tropic plant* ace *ave<k from frost. 

In Linyanti they found the old Makoiolo chief sufflrittgvfrom a 
disease of the skis, declared by his people to be iteh, bnt he as- 
cribes it to U>* effects of witoheraft. In conaequenoe of it, sev- 
eral suspected person* hare been beheaded. We thus learn that 
that dreadful soonrge of Soath Afrioa, tbe witeh trial, also raigns 
among the Makoiolo, whieh has formerly been erroneously de- 
nied; Livingstone, and hia companion, Dr. Kirk, undertook lo 
enra the ohief, and indeed, before they left the country, he was 
half recovered. The discoverer anticipate* a speedy extinction 
of the Makoiolo. The** conqueror*, of the Bitsohuaa family; 
the terror of tbe Liambyc valley, are again compelled to hide 
themselves in the unhealthy ewnmps at Liaynati, before 1 tb* lion 
of south Afrioa, Moailikatae, who' is, from all aceounG, at 
present, among south Afrioea tribes, tbe mightiest and moat 
dreaded ruler. Out of fear of this powerful ruler, they left to 
healthy heights of tha Botoka land, and have gone more to the 
interior. The swamp fevers make a great havoe among to 
oonquerors, so that the black tribe* subdued by them outnumber 
them greatly. This Is most deplorable, because . the Makoiolo 
have proved good instrument* for the spread of material civilisa- 
tion. Under the leadership of Livingstone, they learned to find, 
in. 1 866, the road to tbe west cdpst to Uengusls. Later, a Makoiolo 
caravan came with him'to the Portuguese poeeessiooi. Still later, 
others esme with an Arab to Tette, but not one of the ninety-five 
persons ever relumed, and tb* Arab certainly played the role of 
a deceiver. But tbe Makoiolo were cot frightened ; they rather 
pressed forward on their own aocount ; and just at the lime of 
the presence of Livingstone, one of their caravans returned from 
Beoguels. .The interdiction of kidnapping of children and slave- 
stealing, which Sekeietu had issued on the recommendation of 
Liviogstone, has never been broken openly, although some Irani- 
greisioos msy have been made secretly.

Ketolved, That wa hereby return our thank* to the gentlemen 
who have so elcqutnlly addressed us, presenting so many fact* 
about the civil and religious condition of Afric*. 

Jte solved, That in the noble act of the Uaited States Senate, 
on yesterday, in passing a law raoognixing the independence of 
Hayti and Liberia, we see the hand of God in a movement whioh 
we regard as ominous of good to our race. 

Resolved, That we will “ thank God nnd take c-mr igt,” in 
view of all the event* whioh are *0 rapidly Itanepiring, looking for 
our final anfraachisement. 

Tbe resolutions wers adopted unanimously. 

The Conferaacc then adjourned.

Heaalu : — When w« arrived at Sierra Leona in March, 
on our wtf-t-5 England, w <s wet* pleated to find that hare col- 
ored |* were becoming more national, and war* a vine! ng a 
lively interest in Liberia. M tny came on board to aak questions 1 
concerning the Republic, and a^in and again the inquire era* 
asked, “ Ar« all your ruleia and offleera colored men I" The an- 
swer to this question caused tlicir eyea to gliaten in a manner 
that expressed more than word* can tell. 

What I mean by national, is that thay were delighted that we 
were an independent negro nationality ; they thought the time 
.. had fully conn wheu negroes ahcll govern tbemeelvea ; nod they 
i MUfUimd of the ; rcaauru of white rule. We apeut much lime 
telling them of the Government, aoil, and production* of Ivbt- 
.< i, and t» *ay. the least, it was interesting to them. Btyden was 
very etlietont iu giving this kind of informations ) 

At tbo Gambia the negroes are thrown still more in (be ahade ; 
ho white resident* build up tbe front of the town. How for- 
oly the ditfeioace between them places end Liberia alrikaa 

We learned ai»o, during our voyage, that even in many of 
the West Indio*, a ftelmg of diatiuut negro nationality waa in- 
creasing. ' 

But one would have a p tor opinion of Europeans, if he formed 
it from the conduct of many of them on the coast of Afryoa, or 
from the comp! out* ofteu urged against them. Iu England, at 
least, there is a ditlerent order of things. 

The liveliest interest for Liberia is awakening in England. The 
representation at the Exhibition, and the visit of Liberian* to 
England this year, have tended to give more information eoocarn- 
iug Liberia, than ever waa had here before. We have talked of j 
Liberia, its climate, production'*, condition, and prospeeta, until 
the sentence* have become stereotyped in our mind*. Liberia ie a 
dighlfut theme to these people ; and to many who have never 
fore heard of it, it is a land of wonder and estoaiahmenh But. 
these statistics puzxle ohe. I told -Ben so. He must gat me all 
the statistics lie can either before or after I reach home. 1 would 
like to have them before we return, if possible. Every thing here 
it statist its. Talk is argument ; statistics are facts; and they 
say bere one fact is worth a bushel of arguments. It is no use 
to tell them we are increasing in our agricultural produota, uolaaa 
we have statistics to show that we produoed more in ’61 than in 
’00 or *M). it is vain to say that Liberia is more healthy than 
formerly, unless one ha* statistic* to show that the number of 
deaths in '61 wtro proporiionably fewer than in '31. And so 
with other tilings— exports and imports, and the like. 

Many pw suin' have been seeking information ooooeroiog Li- 
Vr a, with a view to use it to our advantage. Blydan has been* 
•voting U> enlist the pen of Charles Dickens, and baa fur- 
. him with some notes on Liberia. It would be a great ad- 
•ntage, could we have used, iu our behalf, the pen of this great 
mJ popular writer. 

As regard* > ur articles at the International Exhibition, they 
're an important means of giving information eoncerning tha 
country. I must not forget to mention the efficient aid rendered 
our department by James Madden, Esq., of 3 Lsadanhall 
street, who evinces the liveliest interest in Liberia, and haa taken 
pain* more than once to serve our cause. The artioles on exhi- 
bition, we hopei will pass a favorable examination, notwithstand- 
ing Liberians might have done belter than they have. 

Among foreigner* and foreign government* our oauM is elicit- 
ing inter---!. 1 might mention M. de Hide, Danish Minister ; tbe 
Count de . IScntiuck,- Sutherland Envoy Extraordinary ; and th* 
Count de Lavrt-lio, Kovoy of Portugal — th* two latter have 
visited the President to pay their respect* — besides functionaries 
of other European power*, who express pleasure at seeing the 
position Liberia occupies. 

On Mo ml -y (tOib), at the reeldenoe of Dr. Hodgkins, Pres- 
ident B-nson and other Liberian* attended a meeting whoa* ob- 
ject was the formation of a society for the assistance of Africans 
that mioht visit Lmdon. It was slated, that too often persona 
from Africa came to London, and falling into th* head* of bad 
legal advisers, were .deprived of all their means; or often thay 
needed medical or other advices to assist them in the ooaduot of 
their afftirv. In this Society, they would have a kind of asylum, 
a kind of directory, from which they might proeur* advice and 
recommendation.

The receipts since October 1, 1801, including 89373 than on

Of the dis- 
bursements, $1130 33 reached the treasury of tbe parcql instil* 
tion. A* the great bulk of the fund* remaining in onr pomes lion 
was received for certain named objects, it is hoped that an in- 
creasing activity will characterize all our friends, end that the 
coming twelvemonth will be “ a* the past sod much more abun- 
dant” for ihe general purpose* of the Society. 

EMIGRATION FROM PENNSYLVANIA. 

A goodly hhmber of the colored reeidents of the State have 
expressed n desire to settle in Africa, but, owing to various onuses, 
but fourteen have actually Uken passage for the new Keptblio. Of I 
these, one was from Lycoming county, five from Mifflin county, 
ao l eight from Philadelphia. Several are preparing to remove 
bv the packet Mary Caroline Stevens, which ia expected to sail 
Vom Baltimore about the first proximo. The earnest spirit which 
now characterize# many of these people, may be learned from the 
subjoined extract from a recent letter penned by on* of the moat 
worthy and best educated black men in Pennsylvania: 

" 1 have determined to make Liberia my future home. For two 
or three years past, I have been fully resolved to leave this oountry, 
but have been waiting so as to be better prepared. But I have 
now resolved to wait uo longer. I must go, poor and uoprepared 
as I am. If Africa needs the produots of my brain, well. If not, 
she * Wf have the labor of my hnnds. ... I make these per- 
sonal statement* to you, sir, a* the medium through which they 
may reach the Society, under the auspices of which I expect to 
place myself, and sail for Liberia in the May packet of 1863. 
Through the mercy of the All-Wise, though once I was blind to 
duty, to- the best interests of myself and my race, yet now I see 
— see, what it seems to me, nothing but stupidity, ignorance, and 
willful neglect could have pi evented my seeing yean ago. Thank 
‘he Lord, tbe scales have at last fallen from my eyes." 

OALLKRY OF PORTRAITS, 

Two addition# have been made to the Gallery of distinguished 
African Colonizationuts, in original portraits of Thoms* Sully, 
Ki'l-, and lion. John H. B. Lalrobe. They are both admirable 
likenesses, and give the peculiar expreuion of the originals with 
perfect fidelity. Ttiey were executed at our request by the emi- 
nent artist, Jjujly, and were generously presented by him. 

KKCAPTVRID AFRICA SB. 

Advices of an encouraging character continue to proceed from 
'.he Liberian Republic. Prosperity attend* all interests. Peace 
!.as prevailed. ' Agriculture' is meeting wilh'greatly increased 
attention. It is peculiarly gratifying to be assured that the ben - 
enceoce and humanity extended to the four thousand five hun- 
dred native Africans Uken by our Government cruisers from 
siavers, and landed in that thriving State between August 20, 
I860, aud M»y 8, 1801 — a period of less than nine months— 
l ave been worthily bestowed, and that they are duly advancing 
in knowledge, virtue, and the more ennobling usages of Christ- 
tn life. We trust that no change will be made in the disposi- 
tion of recaptured Africans, but that the policy inaugurated by 
I ‘resident Monroe will be faithfully adhered to — that of return- 
ing all »uch to their uative continent. 

TUI SLAVE-TRADE. 

I: is believed that the shipment of slave# from the western re- 
gions of Africa have been much reduced of late — owing mostly 
ts> the operation of the new tretty between the Government* of 
‘.be United States and Great Briuin— which authorises the de- 
tention and search of suspected craft, in certain loeaiitiee, by the 
raec-of-war of each nation. Before many months, we trust, the 
xigencies of afftir* at home will allow our authorities to enlarge 
the squadron id that quarter, aod substitute sUamers for sailing 
vessels. It rosy not be too much to express the further hope 
‘•hat ere long the Government of Great Britain may unite with 
our own iu another measure to put an end to thia execrable traf- 
ic, and that is to demand that tba only Government that now 
•virnil* of its being oarried on within its.) limit* ahall cease to en- 
courage or allow il Settlements of eiviliaed colored then, scat- 
er«d along the African seaboard, are the moat effeelual barriers 
a the prosecution of this high crime against humanity. Liberia 
haa swept this terrible evil from nigh seven hundred mil** of the 
coaet— her own territory— and in this regard is worthy of the 
best wishes, active sympathy, and liberal support of Christendom.

The bill having thin object ia view wet reported by tbe Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations, Slid passed in that body by 
a vote of thirty-two yeas, to eevea nay*. It subsequently met 
with ’the approbation of the House of Representative# by n vole 
of eighty-eft yens to tkirtyweven any* , and received the signa- 
ture of the rreeMcet, Jane 3th, 1869. The Government of 
the United States therefore ranks as the twelfth power of the 
world that has acknowledged Liberian independence, and 
joined ia the elevation of the Americas colored reo* to the dig- 
nity of nationality. We also take pleasure in being able to state 
that a treaty, just and liberal in iu aatnre, is now in course of 
negotiation between tbe two— mother end daughter— Republics. 

THUS FIRMANIKT HOME. 

Never be* the welfare of the eoiored population in our midst 
attraotad so universal and profound interest among nil patriots, 
philanthropists, and Christians, as at this day. ft is conoeded 
that here they oanaot attain perfect social equality and the high- 
est happiness, and that independence, culture, and petition oan 
be achieved only by removal. Whither, then, will they go? 
“ To Africa. Emigration to any part of this contincnt. or iu 
isles, oan, at the most, be bat a temporary expedient. / The 
causes that impel their departure from the -United Stales will 

[ iroduoe the same result wherever the fwhite man rules. The 
ewe of climate, eoii, race#, and oiviliiation do not essentially 
change. Colonisation to Centra] Amcrioa can only be a brief 
halt Fa tbe march to their ancestral land. To this issue the 
increasing attraction* of Africa are evidently pointing'. Civilisa- 
tion and religion ire beautifying her with graoes that oannot 
fail to enkindle desire in her dispereod children. Agriculture is 
adorning her hills and valleys. Education is moulding the rude 
natives into civilised people. Art is lending her ohsrms to the 
region that has for oenluriee been a grief to humanity. Every 
year augments the attractiveness of Afrioa, and the time is rapid- 
ly approaohing when bar 1 tons from far* and ‘ her daughters 
from tne ends of the earth’ will Hook to her in admiration and 
joy."

The object of tbe Company is to establish trading stations, 
factories, and depots on the coast of Western Africa, turd by 
means of orgulmd agencies, to bring down and collect for ship- 
ment at snob station* the valuable product* of tbe interior ; to 
import goods, and introduoe machinery for cleaning and pressing 
cotton, and for other purposes ; aod generally to enter into com- 
mercial relations with the native trader*, by means of barter, 
traffic, or otherwise ; and thereby to open up, in exchange for 
British manufactures, a practically illimitable market for oolton 
and otbar prodnots, and to secure their transmission to ihe porta 
of the United Kingdom. 

The capabilities of Africa to meet the commercial require- 
ments of Europe are evidenced in tbe variety of iu productions, 
and the increasing extent of its trading operations ; and it haa 
long been a matter of surprise that the encouragement of native 
industry should have been left to associations of a philanthropic 
character, or to a few merchants intent upon the enormous profit 
which exclusive dealings with the nativea incontestably afford. 


The cultivation of the cotton plant, and the employment of] 
African labor on iu native soil, have already been sufficiently 
tested. There ia abundance of labor seeking employment, a fer- 
tile soil well adapted for its growth, and n population aouvely 
alive to what will beoefit themselves. No expensive or uncer- 
tain experimenU are required to test tbe ability or the will of the 
nativea to eupply this oountry with eheap and good cotton. The 
testimony of the officers of tbe Niger expedition oooours with, 
and confirms the evidence of Dr. Livingston, and other African 
trnrellen, H at indigenous ootton is growing in abundance 
throughout va«t districts, covering many thousand* of miles of 
territory, and only waits to be gathered. Some tribes of tbe 
natives are largely engaged in manufacturing cotton into cloth- 
ing for thrir own use. It ia calculated that more than 900,000 ; 
pieces of these cloths are annually exported from Africa into the 
Braxils. In fact, only buyers on the spot are wanted to take 
natirte what they have to offer, giving in exebaoge 
manufactured good* suitable to their requiremento. 

In n totter from Dr. Balfour Bakie, in command of the Niger 
Expedition, to the Secretary of Slate for Foreign Affaire, which 
Lord Russell caused to be inserted in the London Gazette of 
August 99, 1869, ha emphatically urge* his Igrdship " to oall 
attention, in England, to the peouliar eligibility of this portion 
of Central Afrioa (Bids Nuts*) aa a oottoa field." Again, speak- 
in* of Sudan, and tbe, Yoruba country, he proceeds to any : 

“ Here ootton is already in abundance, aod ooltivated by n peo- 
ple able and willing lo work, and accustomed to its habits and 
rearing ; nothing to required but increased demand, means of pni-

This ootton is equal iu quality to ffemOrieana at 6 Ad. per Ik, 
proving beyond doubt that from Wfotero Afrios, which is 
hennr to our shores than the ootton districts of America, w* may 
obtain the same amount of ootton for £90,000,000 for which we 
arc paying tba slavtiioldars of Ihe United Bute* £30,000,000. 
In Western Africa — the Yoraba Country, and along tbe valley 
of the Niger” (tbe looalities above ref e rred to by Dr. Balfour 
Bakie), “ tbe native* are ready to supply any amount of cotton 
for Manchester and Glasgow manufacturers. 

These testimonies appear to demand the meat ecrioas atte nti on 

id Bpntilimtien at the present crisis. 

There is abundant evidence to shew that India oannot for 
_jaay years supply the quantity or quality required. The Egyp- 
tian supply is tbe only on* which might be supposed likely to 
oompota with that imported from West Afrios ; but the Egyp- 
tian oottoa imported into England hat never hitherto reached 
900,000 bales in nay one year, and if doubted (which it cannot be 
for two or three yean), it will not euffloe to make up the deficiency 
created by lb* rod weed supplies of ordinary Americans. Uasidea, 
the average prio* of Egyptian ootton has-been 8d. per pound for 
several yean. African ootton, equal to middling Orteaaa, can 
be delivered in Liverpool at n cost to tbo importer of foorpeoee 
half penny per lb. In the seed, ia Afrioa, It may be procured 
in unlimited quantities at about one halfpenny per lb. ; cleaned 
cotton about threepence. Payment# being made in barter, tbe 
profits on tbe goods reduce the cost price of the cotton con- 


It is not tbe intention of the West Africa Company to beoossa 
cultivator* of oottoa ; the Company will simply be purchasers of 
ootton, whioh will be brought down to their stations by native 
trader*, and thewoe shipped to the porta of the Uoited Kingdom. 

Several well-known Irtnt, having used African ebUon in their 
manufactories, ere able to report favorably of its qualities for 
working. - ' 

OSNBRSL TRADE. 

The Company will not. however, depend on cotton alone for 
leaKsing a good dividend on the capital employad. The inter- 
change of eommoditie* will be widened to the largest possible 
extant, so M to iaolude every other produet of Afrioa, which will 
pay an anhanoed value iu thia oountry. Theee products, whioh 
consist ohiefly of palm oi), shea batter, gold dust, ivory, bides, 
indigo, copper, ground nuts, pepper, arrowroot, gums, dye woods, 
ostrich feathers, Umber for ship building, and other articles of 
oommeros equally suitable to the requirements of our markets, 
will also be made the media of trade, so as to suit the industry 
and k**» trading instinct* of the various ciamas of native pro- 
ducers. The fact that tbe production of palm oil, she# butter, 
and other valuable article#, to in excess of the toeel demand, oan 
be shown by tbe latest end most indubitable authorities.

Having occasion to writ* to Rev. J. Vonbrnnn, Baptist mu- 
■ionsry in Bsisa county, Liberia, knowing that he was the son 
of a Barn Chief, information wu solicited from him as to the 
Bs*sa native tribes, the number of towns, and population, and 
the extent of their oountry. In the subjoined letter from him, 
we have a rsliable and very satisfactory statement. If our eon- 
temporary, the Liberia Herald, would draw out information of 
a similar kind about the Vey, Dey, Goolab, Pern, Oreybo. Kroo, 
and various other native tribes in the Republic, it would add 
much to the interest of his paper, and plaos on record material 
for the future historian, which will otherwise be lost. 


Rirusuc or Lissau. Grand Ba»»a County, July mb, ISM. 

Mv Dear Sir — By these I have endeavored to give you a 
short information aa a beginning of my correspondence with you, 
at which time I will forward you the outline of the natural 
division of my oountry as is observed in the other letter. I have 
stated that the country is naturally divided into north, south, 
east, 'od the western divisions. The north division it about 
ninety miles from hero up to the Camwood couatry, consisting 
of about sixty chief oountry towns of about on# hundred and ten 
inhabitant*. The south-east oomprises Trads Town to River 
Sesiter, consists of one hundred and aitty-two towns, each con- 
taining between one hundred and ten and one hundred aad 
twenty one in habitant*. The western division from this county 
through Little Bases up to Monrovia, consists of about fifty-two 
towns of about ninety-five inhabitant*. The Boms language ie 
spoke as far iu to the county of Mesurada But beyond it the 
language is much altered by the Dey tongue. All the inhabi- 
tants of Trade Towa are chiefly Baesas, with the exoepUon of tome 
that were brought there m slaves, who havwmuoh increased ton 
vast -umber of people— that is, from the PeeMy and Mar Tribe, 
in the interior of this country. 

Many of the native* uear the settlement have adopted 
civilized customs in dressing themselves ; tome have bailt for 
themselves neat house*. I am speaking of the civilized ones. I 
will likewiM inform you of the day-school in this station, called 
Voobrunnsvilie. The above wa* conducted by my younger 
daughter Carolina ; but in conMqueuoeof her having married, the 
operation stopped a while, whioh ie resumed this month, by 
Hannah, my elder daughter. The number of scholars ooosisted 
of about thirty-nine, nlmoet every one residing with ut in the prem- 
ises, and we are trying with onr humble means to support them. 
Many are able to read the Scripture, and endeavoring afeo to ao- 
quire other useful knowledge from different bran oh e* of eduoa- 
tion. Onr church ie called Little Afriean oburch. It contains 
about eighteen members, ail African* except one. We hold 
regularly the dirio* eervio* in this plane— that it, every 8abbath. 
The native* around here regularly attend the worekip of God. 
The congestion sometimes U more than on* hundred, natives 
exclusively. Some eettlers occasionally attend. The school at 
Bexley — that is, over the river — is under the supervision of the 
B#v. R. F. Hill, and ooadneted by Mrs. Htll. The scholars are 
thirty-six ia number ; church members twenty-nine. The Metho- 
dist church at Baxley consist* of forty-seven members nad twenty 
tcbolait in day school.

Yon desire to 
be informed if 1 know to what extent the nativu are advancing 
to civilixed habits of clothing, ate. ; also, of my field of labor ; a 
brief report of the number of tehoola, and scholars, and church 
members in oooneoUoa with the mission. And then you sympa- 
thetically closed the above, in mentioning the lou of our friend the 
late Rev. John Day. 

Dear sir, the narretion above alluded to, with which I hare 
been favored at above stated, had deeply interested my mind, 
sinoe something wu nnid or mnntioond in behalf of my degraded 
oouatrymen. I could therefore adopt the language of the Apon- 
tle Paul end say, “ My desire aad prayer to God for them is 
that they may be saved.” I intend to givn yon noma information 
with regard to the preaent condition of the mtuioo, aad my own 
preunt situation. No sooaar the hostile state ia which America 
now is oommenoed, than our communications were out off from 
the Board, in ooauqaeac* of which, haring nothing to do, I wu 
nnoemitatnd to adopt soma kind of manual labor in tho farming 
line, ia order to meet the wants of my growing family. I shall 
writ# yon two fetters. Ia this I hare written to present before 
you my uoguiee desire, which fe occasioned especially by the 
great want from which I do now suffer by losing my crops of 
sugar can*. I am highly ia need of a good mill. Be pleased, 
therefore, and engage one for me, and forward it by the first op- 
portunity. My farm ie about a year old, sinoe I planted about 
twenty sore* in osne, and am still planting. I cannot fully de- 
scribe a mill u might suit my preunt condition ; bat I think 
one of a hone power, with the usual number of boilen to aooom- 
peny the mate. Wooden mills made here ere of bo ms ; it fe 
nothing but a wute. I humbly beg aad bope you woaid be 
pleased and attend to this my humble request about the mill. 
It is by meant of my form I hop* I shall be untied aad ut at 
liberty from the strong tin of oeocaaily, whioh it a great hin- 
drance to the oauc of Christ, and in the way to prevent the in- 
struction’ of my beoighted countrymen. I would endeavor to 
hold myMif in readiness to receive or pay for the milL Bet if 
you think the mill ought to go to work betwun yon aad me, or 
anybody elan, I should like to learn the condition. Either way 
would suit me— that fe, if the mill ha Mat hy nay society, aad go 
fe work or be put to an operation according to condition and 
regulation of that *ooiety, or be unt oa condition that I should 
pay for it.

Thousand* of the men are *mploy*d in varfour, tfrvioro con- 
cocted with the war, at $10 per month and upward, beside lodg- 
ing and rations. But a large portion, meetly women and children, 
are depending for support upon the Government, and for clothing 
upon tbe benevolence of our citixeo*. Much, very much it do- 
ing for the temporal and spiritual welfare of thero pioneer* *nd 
edvenlurercMn roarch of freedom — but something more must 
soon be attempted for their benefit. U oetteia kwahtie*, their 
removal ia deemed desirable for reasons both military and ha- 
mane. Thousands continue to flock in, and the President talks 
of emancipating millions. He is understood to be opposed lo 
compulsory colonization, and they, generally, are not willing to 
go. And if talk these difficulties were surmounted, how are they 
to be colonised at fast a* they are expected to come upon hi* 

And if they wait, what ia to be done with th* thou- 
sand* or million* white waiting ? These are matters of grave 
moment — exceeded only by the sad contest in which the whole 
lend is involved. 

It is not proper to take masses of this people into >he loyal 
Slate*. In some it will not be permitted. Even in Maecnohu- 
•etto, where they me supposed to hsve many sympathising 
friend*, Governor Andrew lately declined to aid or countenance 
tbeir transportation to the North. What thall be done? 'The 
Government attempted to make a lodgment for them ia Central j ”* 
America, but the Minister from Costs Hie* it reported to have 
remonstrated, under instruction* from home, to the u planting of r 
colonist there under the flag of auother nationality ; ’ and tbe 
Minister from Nicaragua has the credit cf having officially com- 
muniealed a paper issued by the Preeident of hit State, whose 
object io the main is to prevent tbe ingress of free negroee. One 
paragraph stele* : “ Neither are freed negroes, or other degraded 
and cast-off people, unless they have a special permission for 

themselves, on account of others, to go into the interior 

That in cate of coming with design to colonise, they must have 

permit from the Government, ratified by thffftlh amber*, and 
must in no wise be under the protection of another government.' 

This movement is consequently a failure. 

The planters of Jamaica, Detnarara and St. Croix bave aaked 
for them as laborers on their sugar and rum estate*. In 8t. Vin- 
cent the wages are eight cents a day to the Coolie indentured 
laborer. Is U likely that our blacks would command larger pay 
or meet with better treatment ? Foreign powers will not receive 
them in such numbers or on such term* as will answer our pur- 
pose. Nowhere are they wanted, except as a permanent peasan- 
try, labeling for a bare subsistence, nod unable to rise. When 
we consider the veais of prosperity which all have enjoyed from 
their toil, we well may inquire whether we are not bound to re- 
member that we are largely indebted to them, and if we should 
agree tp any scheme which does not dearly contemplate prima- 
rily their well-being ? Let the matter be handled without re- 
gard to party measures or success, but from Christian prin- 
ciple, and in a spirit of humane and enlightened statesmanship. 

We believe that many of these people will voluntarily seek a 
true home in Liberia. There thev join their relative* and ac- 
quaintances, enjoy an undisturbed liberty, and be the instru- 
ments of propagating a Christian civilisation ia thsir ancestral 
continent. In that Kepublio alone can they bare a nationality 
of their o%cn. It* well-ordered Government grants all possible 
encouiagement to induoe immigration. With a territory ro 
large as New-England, it presents every man with fiva acre* of 
farm land, or a town lot on whioh to build a bouse. Every wo- 
man cau draw three acres, and each child one acre, provided no 
family thall receive more than ten acre*. Tbe Colonixation So- 
ciety furnishes without oharge a comfortable passage and sup- 
port to that country, and house room, sustenance, and medical 
attendance and . atom, if needed, for six months afterward. 
Every well-conducted and industrious person it sura to become 
a useful cilixen. Having a salubrious climate, fertile toil, and 
skilled laborers being in great demand, there can be no question 
that it will be a bleating lo our black* to rottle in Liberia, which 
is ever? way mited to Urem. There they cannot fail of euooeea, 
not only to themselves, but also of contributing to th* progress 
and welfare of that State, and of elevating their race in Afrioa 
to usefulness, honorable enterprise, political privilegaa, and the 
ennobling influences of the English langusgs and true religion.

Th»t there are many ctreuss- 
staaoes, auoh as the distaaoe they ere removed from their own 
country, the aversion of the tribes contiguous to us to frstoreia* 
with these reoaplivet, that would make a strict oompaiteon not

Mr. Editor .—Having coathfered tha questions by you pro- 
pounded, I herein give aaiwen to them a* accurately as circum- 
stance* would permit me to aecerteii them. 

1st. The number' of steam sugar-mills. 

Of these there eve only two ; one of which is rated at twalve, 
And tbe other at six, horse-power. There ere seven mills, 
worked by oxen and man-power— that is to eay, some of them 
ere wosked alone by oxen, other* hy men. There ft also a water- 
power mill. 

9d. The quantity of cane- each mill takes of in a day. 

The larger steam mill, on nn average, takes off one sere and a 
half per dey ; the smaller one, about one acre. As far as 1 bave 
bron able to learn, there has, as yet, been made no estimate of 
the quantity the email oxeu-power mills taka off per day; but 
judging from the quantity of sugar they severally make, I should 
suppose that they take off not more than the fourth of m acre 
per dey. 

3d. The quantity qf juice expressed in a day, teith the 
amount qf sugar or syrup it teouid make. 

I can state aa follows, from experiment : In roiUng out one 
sore of oaae, I have bad two thousand one hundred gallons of 
jutoe, end this of 8* (Beaume) density, will, by judicious man- 
agement through the entire stage of manufacture, produos three 
thousand pounds of good Mueeovade sugar. I do not give this 
aa e standard yield, as some lauds will naturally prod nee more 
thau. others. For, when the constituent parte of lands aooord 
with the elementary substance of the cane, the product of such 
oane will be greater then when otherwise. Therefor# with

A ooMicuxic ation to the Liberia Mould treat* of tbs greet 
benefit which tbe extoosive cultivation of sugar has conferred by 
educing the price from twenty-five cents a pound to six cents,' 
and forcibly urges attention lo ooffec and cotton culture as fol- 
low# : - 

A division of labor ft quits nec rosa ry/ Let all pursue 
on* and tha same thing. At in literature, all men do not fol- 
low tha earn# profession ; so io agriculture, all men kbould not 
direct tbeir atteetion to tbe production of oae articlr. Sugar is 
designed meet particularly to go with ooffro. Why bot tom* <Ay 
our fsruMn then pay special attention lo tha cultivation tfboflee 
—Waving others to produce sugar I Ooffee loo is equally value- 
abla, if not mors to than sugar ; and especially Jfricatt ooffee 
—the brat, or next to tbe beet ia tbe world. Gotten ft in greater 
demand than either of tbe above articles. Cotton will pey equal- 
ly as well. Why not some of our farmers pay more special at 
teuton to the production of this article of commerce t England, 
through her merchants, ft oontinnally calling upon us for ootloe. 
Th* merchants will pay n high price for it. It has been, we 
think, successfully proven tkat notion, good cotton, can be easily 
produced in Liberia. Why nag foot the cultivation of thft'valu- 


' Thar* are other thing* to be rafted in Liberia, that will jray 
—such aa ginger, arrowroot, ground-nut*, etc.— providing they 
are rafted In large quantities. Of coarse, on n small seals noth- 
ing will pev. 

We woold invito the attention of our farmers to those things ; 
and though w* do not profms to be farmers ourselves, vet Ibis 
does not deprive us of baring some knowledge of agriculture. 
Because we do aot do, it doe* not follow that w* know not Ao«e 


since been teieatifioallv ascertained that during tbe rapid vegeta- 
tion of cans, the saccharin* matter is re-absorbed from tbe cells 
almost at rapidly a* It is deposited in them, and ft employed in 
affording materials for tbe formation of its new parte. To cut, 
then, during tuoh a lime, muslbe extremely prejudicial to the 
interact of the planter. In many ins tone**, however, It is done, 
unknowingly. 

Tbe smaller mills make, on an average, about a barrel and n 
half of sugar iu one day (twelve hours). One acre of cane, 
at tens' paribus, should make about one thousand gallons of 
ffrup. The oane erop of last year was over two hundred acres, 
.wo-t birds of whtoh «u manufactured into sugar, syrup, and 
nslado — as follows : say, one hundred and fifty thoaaaad pounds 
of sugar, eight thousand gallons syrup, and six thousand pounds 
of melado, which gava nine thousand gallons of mo te ts*. For 
every thousand pounds of sugar, w* get aboet alxtv gallon* of 
molaisea or motner-water, which (if taken before fermentation 
commence*) can be profitably oonvarted into sugar. AU the 
oane was not manufactured for tbe want of mllh in suitable 
places. The expense of transporting cane by water ft great 
There ia uo ready market for the small quantities that the lesser 
growers produce. Of thft 1 will speak io future.

During this year, there has bron shipped to tbe United States 
about filly thousand pounds ; to English wtttemente below ue, 
two thowand pounds ; to our settlements along the coast, twen- 
ty thousand pounds, including what has been used iu Monrovia. 
Excluding what bat been urod among th* planters along the 
river, this still leaves a quantity in store, awaiting opportunity 
for shipment. 

To your 6 th question. 

The graateet number of hands employed on my farm, during 
crop time or th* rolling Mason, ia eeveaty-five ; though as soon 
as the roaton is through, I dispense with thirty of these, leaving 
constantly in my employment forty five men and boye together. 
With these, I tend my cane, and other product of my farm, 
tuch as coni, potatoes, cassava, etc., eto., prepare my wood and 
staves for the next sceton. 

Allow me her* to digroee a little, and speak a word for the re- 
cent laborers thrown into our midst (the Coogoea, by the 
United Rules orufters). My entire farming operation* roe car- 
ried on with them sod some few Golahs. My steam mill bw, 
for engineer, a Vey boy. My sugar-maker, cooper, and firemen 
are Congo**, and thsir entire acquaintance with th* materiel 
perta have (raw gained by observation. At wood-ohopping they 
cannot be exoelled. Seven boys or young men hnve, in three 
weeks time, out on* buudred'and seventy-five cords of wood ; 
and when 1 tall you how they managed thus to do, it will be 
but another fact to prove that tha hop# of reward ewaaieis labor. 
Thro* bo)s are my appraottoas, and they out each, aa bb week’s 
work, five cords of wood and pat it up ; for alt tbay oaa cut and 
put up over that quantity, 1 pay them fifty oeals per cord. So, 
you see, iu throe week's .time, they makslfor themsalve* twauty-five 
dollar*. My coopw it far in advance of many Amwteo-Uberiaoe 
who style themselves such ; and Itkawtea my sugar-makar.

A year ago, we anuouoesd that the College building at Mon- 
rovia waa ao far completed, and a corps of profeaaor* accured, 
that the College bad been publicly inaugurated early in January, 
1802. For reasons that teemed satisfactory, the Trustee* in Li- 
berie decided to commence actual inairuutiona by a preparatory 
class under earn of Kev. Mr. Stoke* ; while the President of the 
College, lion, J. J. Huberts, and Professor* Crummell and Edward 
VY. Iltyden were to ilevnto the year to preparatory work, and to 
visit and consult with tbe Trustees *f funds f>r the College it 
Boston. By their intercourse with iufiuential friend* of Afrid 
in England and tbe United Staler, and .by their popular lectures 
and addresses, they did much to enlist sympathy and awak< 
interest. Professors Crumu.ell and Blyden, while in New-Yurk, 
each of them published a volume of essays and addreascs- 
from Prof. Crumtnell entitled, “ The Future of Africa,” and that 
frojn Prof, Blyden, Liberia’s Off 'ring” — which are well calcu- 
lated to reflect honor upon thu institution with which they are 
connected, 'C 

All of these gentlemen b«ve returned tp Liberia, and were 
this y ear enabled to loramenc? the organisation of a small clast 
of Mven scholars, early iu February, and the opening of a regular 
college course, if which we have the following notice:

EDUCATION IT'NDa AND ENDOWMENT*. 

The Board of Managers have had occasion to ohaog* the 
form of some of the investments of the Education Fuoda during 
th* year. They have received, from personal interview* with 
Hoe. J. J. Huberts, President of tbe College, and Professors 
Blyden and Crummell, aa aleo by letter* recently arrived from 
Liberia, urgent request* fer endowments of scholarship* in tbe 
College. But few youeg men in Liberia have parent* wealthy 
enough # bear tbeir support during u college court*. Some of! 
the most talented we too* of poor mnn. Perhaps no effort of 
this Society would be more lastingly useful to the Republic 
than can in this direction.

Kxtrset froui Proeldont Roberts' Letter. 

“ Mon kovi a, February loth, 1803. 

“ l am sun you wilt Im gmt'fi'd to learn that Liberia College 
i* at lest open for the admission of btudents. The first term 
commenced on the 2d iosl., under encouraging prospect*./ Seven 
young men of literary attainments were admitted, and 
expecting seve.al others in the course of a Jew week*. Three cf| 
the aev^n above named are beneficiaries of tbe New-York State 
Colonization Society. 1 trust you will do all in your 

sustaining this institution ; for I am more and more 
convinced— and no one is better acquainted with our necessities 
iu this respect titan yourself — of tbe importance of extendipg the 
meaus of education among our people.” 

The number of scholars could have been increased, especially 
in the preparatory department, but for the difficulty of support- 
ing student*. This difficulty will be felt for many years, and 
can only be alleviated by the liberal provision of tbe friend* of 
Africa in'the endowment of scholarships for promising youth. 

On this point both Prof. Blyden nnd the President of the Col- 
lege write with great urgency ; and it may be that, for tbe pres- 
ent year, when military sod political affair* unite to arreet the 
flow of emigration to Liberia, our State Society can do no more 
useful work than to direct its energies to securing endowment* 
for scholarship* for support of the poor youth in a course of thor- 
ough education. 

We append to this brief notioe of the College a description of j 
the building, taken from the Report of the Massachusetts Colo- 
nisation Society of 1862 : 

“ Tbe plan* and specifications for the buildings were drawn 
by L. Brigge, Jr., E«q., architect, of Boston, under the direction 
of tbe Trustee*, in consultation with President Roberta, with a 
oareful regard to economy, in view of tbe uses of the building, 
tbe ueture of the climate, and tbe probable necessity of future 
enlargement. The main building is seventy feet long by forty- 
five feet wide, and three stone* io height, on n foundation of Li- 
beria granite, and eurrounded by a verandah eight feet wide, on 
an irou frame, the poet* of which are inserted into blocks of 
granite. It oooUius apartments for two member! of the faeulty 
and tbeir families, who wilt teside in the building, and have the 
immediate oversight of tbe student* ; a dining room eafficiant for 
these’ families and the student* ; a room for the library 
loaophical apparatus ; a hall to be used for a chapel, lecturw- 
roora, or any other purpose for whioh all tbu student* need to be 
convened ; room* fer recitation aud for study iu oIuism; dormi- 
tories for atudeuta, and the 
other aooommodatton*. The kitchen ia a detached building, iu 
easy communication with the dieiog-nKMU. The eleven dormi- 
tories furnish ell deeireble accommodation for twenty-two 
here of the regular college classes, which ia as great e number as 
oao be expected tor soma yean. They may, without dUoomfert, j 
rweivu twice that .umber ; and wbee it heeomea 
V 


“The Legislature of tbe Repablie has done liberally. It hae 
granted the site of twenty ecree, on which tbe College *teada* 
and where it mutt remain till removed by the conearring voice - 
of ite Trustees end the Legislature. It baa granted, a* aa en- 
I ffowim-nt, on* thousand acre* of land in each of th* four eouu* 
j tie*, to be selected by the Trustee*. It bee appropriated »ix hun- 
dred dollar* to enable tbe professors to visit foreign institutions. 

It has given the College a earefslly revised charter, tbe result of 
the best thinking in Liberia, ailed by sbl* counsel in Jh« United 
State*, and satisfactory to both Boards of Trustee* who are con- 
cerned in IU management. And it appears ready to grant any 
other favors in ite power which the beet interests of the (Allege 
mey le fouod to require.” 

EMANCIPATION IN THE DISTRICT 6 

By un act of Ooogrea*, passed in the winter of 1862, $l,OOO r 
000 wu* appropriated to compensate owners of »1 *vp» t 
manumitted iu the District of Colombia. 

Tbe Commission to whom waa committed the awarding of this 
fund, reported tbe whole number made free 3100, and awarded 
compensation for 2980 ;■ a few, .11 were recorded aa of no pecu 
niary value, and the turn thus sav, uaed to pay, in tome in- 
stances of great value, special awards. 

The average allowance fer eaoh slave was $300. A»el**wber* 
noticed, the liberal provision made by Congress t »r tbeir emigra- 
tion, *c»ri'.e;y produced any effect; most have remained and found 
ready employment among 1 their former owner*; nor thu* far 
have we heard any charge of general in*ubor<iimit,i>n or indo- 
It-nce made against them. Uow wonderful won i i be, if, in the 
development of our. great struggle for national lif , the thousand*, 
not to say million*, who. will be set free, ahull *o conduct ai to rec- 
oncile the public sentiment of tbe South to their i mpVyineat 
at wages, and thux that demand for their reut , which waa 
once *uppo*ed an inexorable condition of tbeir . mancipation, 
thalt give p'ace to « sentiment in favor of retaininu them her* aa 

laboring population. In such casi 1 ,. one of the groat political 
and social argument* hitherto urged in favor of eobnixUton, will 
cease to exist, but at tbe same lime/our Soeiety will Ire relieved 
of the odium hitherto unjuetiv raised against it, a* being the-ioatru- 
menl of this imperative demand for tbeir removal. 

Our appeal* t > them to look to the gn at African continent, 
and unite in nn tffort to rawe the barbarous million there, will, 
perhaps, meet with a calmer consideration, and thousands-be in- 
duced to join the Republic of. Liberia, from tbe on-fiexi motive* 
of Christian duty and pride of race.

We may well rejoice that a step long and earm -tly, yet u.e- 
successfully sought under former administration , has been 
promptly taken by the United ttUta* Government tbe pa>t year.

Harris 
arrived at Monrovia September ia*t, and Commudeomr Henry 
ha* engaged a passage in tbe abip M. C. Stevens, to t ail io May.* 

Tbe Government of Libert* ha* not yet apjtoitHed any diplo- 
matic representative. It haa, however, commissi -. «d a .Consul 
General for th* United States of America, to whom an enquatur 
was immediately granted, and the Act made known by the usual 
proclamation of President Lincoln, -a 

By these events a new motive ia offered to induce intelligent 
colored men to emigrate to that Republic, and when, our na- 
tional affairs shall bu calmed, multitude* mey feel and obey ite 
force. 

MORTALITY. 

The year hat not passed without an admonitory voice from 
freshly made grave* of departed fellow-laborer*. The Hob. 
Samuel P. Vinton, of Ohio ; the Rev. John Wheeler, I). I)., of 
Vermont; and Hon. Elisha Whittlesey, of Ohio — name* long 
familiar to us by their active labors In thi* osun-, a* officer* of 
the American Colonisation Society— have died during the year. 
Th* New-York Stele Ootonizstion Society^ alao, loss* from its roll 
of member* names not lea* distinguished and revered. Eminent 
among tbeae, were Rev. George W. Bethune, D. D.. Rev. Nathan 
Bang*, D, D n of thi* city ; and John Koickerbtck-r, Esq., of 
Waterford, from who** eloquence and friendship and fiberd ben- 
efaction*, the cause received a lif* -long and most powerful sup- 
port. Dr. Bethune died in Italy, whither he bad gdmi_feriti* 
health ; hi* remain* were conv«yud to hi* native land, and reseived 
filling obsequies. Iu Utieu, in Philadelphia, in Washington 
city, and iu this metropolis, hi* eloquent voice ba» p!-*d for this 
Soeiety with winning power ; and if saint* eaa have different de- 
gree* of joy at the refiuion of fn«od* Iu heaven, ws may well be- 
liefs that th* brass aud noble Buchanan, who laid down bi* pre- 
cious life iu Africa twenty yuars More,.**. «r*i to weleome horn# 
his early bosom friend and co-worker, Bethune.

THE REPUBLIC OF LIBERIA. 

During the protracted abaeuce of President Benton io Europe 
hiou^b the. summer of 1868, the affair* of the Republic were 
administered by the Vice- President, the Hoo. 1). B. Warner, of' 
loororia. 

The numerous recaptiree, which bad been landed in the Re- 
rablic. proved a quiet, ioduetriou* population, and are represented 
a rapidly acquiring our language and mechanic aru, and not a 
aw hare been instructed in }he doctrine* of Christianity, and re- 
eired into church-memberthip. 

The !ft*t season proved a poor one for palm oil, the principal j 
trlielc of export from Liberia, but from ‘many source* w* have a»- 
ttrances that a new impulse bee been given to agriculture. Bis , 
ugar mills hare been exported from this city the last year, j 
In inc reused amount of land bas been planted io sugar-cane, and j 
till more bas been planted in cotton and coffee- With these j 
lire* great staples at command, and with a climate and sod 
dapted to them the people of Liberia way, with moderate, in- 
lustry, expect a rapid accumulation of wealth.

Thehcv'.frt-l Bishop Burns, of the Methodist Episcopal CuukIi, 
having failed, he took passage, accoroptnied by Mrs. Burns, for 
America, in the ; ncket-ship M. C. Sieved.; which arrived at li*» 
imore in April.

A summary of 
the sc ion of the Conference in tbo Christian Adoocatc and , 
Journal, A rii 9, tskea the following notioe ot their action on 
Coloniistion : 

A report ou Csionixition elicited some discussion, the points 
taken by the advocates In-iog that some good had been done, 
which the mpoo(l«iiU did not ueoy> but ijutlilid it by ttyiog 
(hat that good was very little, and procured at no outrageous a«- 
pense ; and that O.rioniEstion, whulher a* » mean* of meliorating 
the condition of American- Africans, or of foreign evangelisation, 
was, after a for.y year*’ trial, a pratty wall-demonstrated failurv. 

We rrgret very much that so many member* of the Confer- 
ence ahou d have acquiesced in auch conclusions. Whst can 
their Missionary Board show of foreign missionary work ex- 
cept as founded on nod oarried out by Coloaiintioo ? If it has 
been costly, our bruthreo of the Methodiet Church have not 
born* muih of the burthen, oertaiily iu thia State.

A correspondent w II acquainted with the deceased, writes at 
follows : 

The Colonization S wirly never had a warmer friend than Mr. 
Kcickarbacktr. He advocated ita interest*, and would al- 
ways have been present at your annual meetings had it 
possible. You may safely say what you please of his deep in- 
terest io your society, aud with what pleasure he reoeived and 
read your publications. I pmsume many of his contributions -to 
your Sooiety were known only to himself. Bis early life waa 
passed at Schighriooke, aud marrjiog before be was of age, he 
went on a farm at Stillwater. Here he waa indooed to leave the 
Dutch Church, aud join the Episoopal, which waa not ouly tha 
Church of hi* adoption, but the Cuuroh of his heart, through a 
long life. Be waa very free from bigotry, and though always lib- 
eral to his Cbureb and all iu charities, gave freely to ao^| 
jeot that presented itself. U* was truly a benevolent man, strict- 
ly observing th* Soripture rule, *• not telling hit left hand know 
what hit right hand did.”

Next, our associate, (Jolooei 8yk*a, earnestly advocated the 
operating from Zaeaibar ae an excellent bare for al 1 geographical 
researches in the adjacent continent.

should sojourn there, the mute w« have to thank those of our 
associates who advocated a line of research which has led Dial 
to tha expedition of Burton and Hpeke, aud eventually to the 
discovery of the eource of the true White Nile. 1 Inay also aay, 
with aotnei pride, that from first to last the LVueeil of this So- 
ciety hae vigorously sustained Best African expeditions, whether 
in southern or northern latitude., and 1 am well entitled to say 
that in tbe absence of. our pvr-iatent representation* to her Ma- 
jesty’s dovernment. for who* supped and ct untenaneu we are, 
indeed, deeply nralelul, thu di-tovene* of Lintogatone, and of 
Button and Speke, and the great rtcent discovery of Hpuke and 
Grant, which now occupies our thoughts, would not have been 
brought about in our day. (Cheers.) 

In tbe remainder of hta Mldrsn the President infer ted to the 
explorations of I)r. Livingstone in Southern Ahum, of l»r. Hen- 
shin in Abyssinia, of Von Hm i man in the i.eigtihorhnod of Lake 
Taad, tad to the ascent of Kiliitiandjaro by Baron Yonder Deck- 
en, and to the departure of M. Jul™ Gerard and M.-du Chailiu 
on new expeditions.

An extra meeting of the Koyul Geographical Society was 
held last night at Burlington House, to welcome bark to Eng- 
land (’apis. Speke and Grant, "fid to hear front them a short 
account of their ditcovety <>( lln* source ».f the Nile. Long 
before eight o’clock the large loom was crammed in every part 
with a fashionable audience, all eager to ace and hear the heroes 
of the Nile. A* it was large numbers were disappointed, 
hall not being large enough' to bold the whole i f the crowd of 
would-be- welcouneta of these brave men. 


In opening the meeting, Sir Roderick I. Murchison, the Presi- 
dent, said that, allbough it was before the hour fixed, be waaanre 
tbe impatient audience would not t>« loath to make the acquain- 
tance of Captains Speke and Grant at once, lie would, there- 
fore, tyke the chair, and commence the meeting immediately by 
introducing to them the travel (era who had achieved so grand a 
success. (Loud Oheerr.) As Englishmen they had every res- 
von to be proud that this goat discovery had beets made by this 
nation, and the Fellows of the Society tvero to be specially con- 

S ralukled upon the tuccea-ful termination of an expedition that 
ad been carried out with the means supplied by them 
Rir ltodeiick wont mi to give nit nceount of the state of our 
knowledge with nsput to tlu- * orce of the Nile up to the time 
of Capls. Speke and Grai l’s «'i?rnvn, that L-ke Victoria 
Nyanza was tbo chief fencer of H i* mighty tivrr. lu u brief 
account of the matter that h> t. ».l sent to the Loru/on Times, 
on the 29lb of May, he had Mated that no inapt older thnn 
three hundred years gave any trace of this gri-.t lake; but 
had since learned that it »a* not only clearly marked in 
Arabian map of Africa, over one thousand years old, but that 
l’tolemy was (he first geographer who gave mi aecount of these 
sub-equatorial -laksr. Many travellei*, in nil age*, had tried to 
ascend the Nile, but cone of them r< nche-l betond the third 
parallel of northern latitude, or wi bin four or five hundred miles 
of Lake Nyabt.. It would ( lease tlu m all to know that their 
chief patrou (the tjutm) t-aik the greatest possible interest in 
this marvellous achievement of human enter pri-r. Iler Majesty 
bad specially congratulated Inni most graciously on the subject 
during her visit to the International Exhibition building, n few 
days since.

This lake ia attested it latitude three 
decrees south, and from that point to it* debouchure, in the 
MeditemuMen, in latitude thirtv-oeo degrees worth, the Nile 
traverses a distance of over 3000 geographical miles, or nearly 
one -tenth of the eireum/airence of the earth. Wbee he dis- 
covered the. Nyaeie lake 'in 1858, he found it to ben large sheet 
of sweet water, lying about 3500 feet above the Wvftel e' the 
tea, and be at oeee f*ft certain that it could only be the eource 
of aome vaet river, eweh as the Nile.

They. hoWewr, acw the jeneiioa of the Nile srkh the 
Kafu und Amu* livers, and mossed vbo Lusjfrti half way between 
its escape from the Ink* and it* junction with the parent stream, 
l’rooeeding down the Nile front tha Kipoc Fall*, they first passed 
through a row of sandstone bilk, after which the river rashes 
down due north, with the beauty of a mountain torrent, running 
off at last into loag flats, more like a lake than n river. In 
Unyoro it b increased hy the conlribntioae of the Kafu and 
Lusjerri, nod continues navigable as far as the Koruma Falls, 
where it rushes on with boisterous liveliness. They ooeld not 


continue their passage bevoed thk point, owing to a war that waa 
raging in tbe country.

Capt. Hptk“ then went on to describe aome other tributaries of 
the Nile, ooncluding by gtviog aa oeoount of hie meeting with 
Mr. Baker at Khartum, who had noblj some up the Nile to 
meet him, with no tree than three Indie*. Mr. Baker and his 
party intended following out the atream supposed to lead to the 
little Lula Nxigi lake to it* source. They. would bo pleased to 
hear that Mr. Pethsriok was in perfeet health and excellent 
spirits, and trading energetically when last he beard ot him. 

Sir Roderick I Murchison then called on Oipt. Grant to e«y

He said that nothing could give him 
greater pleasure tiiaa to bear witowt before the eyes of the 
world to the energy of hia old friend, Capt. Speke, during thu 
whole expedition.

of all expease, and his food found for him. The passage lx Li- 
beria is made ordinarily in thirty-five to fmty days. 

On arriving in Liberia, by the regnlation* of the Governr 
erery one who will take tbe oath of cititenehip may at oneo be- 
i a eitiare and auuuio ami enj >y all the right* of citixeMhip. 
He may vote, hold real estate, and avery way posse*', undm a 
free republiren government, every right whioh any men in the 
United RUtW possesses lure. 

The country ie well wooded, hilly, with abundant stream* of 
pure water, and produc~a an ample return for the labor of the 
farmer. With such an opportunity, one would look to ree the 
chip loaded with emigrant* to her luffeit capacity. 

But in order to meet all tear*, thn O ilaniaition Society offer* 
to provide a houte and support for the emigrants to Liberia for 
«sx month* after their arrival, with free passage and free tujh 
port and free farms and full citizenship to offer the cew com- 
ert. Lffxeria looks with wonder to see the poor eolored men 
cling to the toil of America.

Wiittt the friend* of oolooixation, in 1840, prepared to let the 
Colony of Libsr a become a self-governing nation, they determined * 
to raise a fund fo purchase th* territory from the native chief*, and 
x pended over $30,000 in various purchases between Cajie Palmas 
and the Bar rirnr, including Galiioat river oounUy and Turner’s 
mb la.

The case of the Regina Ceoli, and the yet later one of a Hpanith 
vessel captured inGallinat river, the former of which was forcibly 
ted by French, and lb* latter by English m«o of war from the 
Liberia authorities, were manifestly defensible on no other ground 
than n denial of laberia’s jurisdiction. Yet both of these nations 
had made treaties with Liberia, after her claims t > the Gallmra 
country had been declared, and England, by hrt cruiser*, had t 
aided President Robe its to expel the slave-trader* of Gallinas 
to make the purchase. 

President Benson was proqfpted to mike his late visit to 
England with n vkw, chiefly, to have this question 4 boundaries \ 
settled. The attention of the British Government was cdled to I 
it, nnd, with aipremioat of friendly interest, a promise wa* mad/ 
to examine all the document* and’ set jnstly.

Mills and Barge**, went 
to Africa lo obtain territory for a home lor out free colored |K>p- 
ulsUoa, relying on the good will of Wilberforce, I'iarkam, and 
others, who had begun the Sierra LaoWe Colony, they- went bv 
w Ay of England to get counsel and cooperation. They -wen 
londly received, and Aero advised to form their set iement in the 
B her boro uanatty, immk nearer to Swjra Leone than the point 
they now okur« ; and tha Ural attempt at a teulemenl wa* 
actually made Is Sberbnro, nod, but for th* early death of Baron, 
Basktoo, and Oro**r, would have bare sncuraefal 

The truth tram* to he that English commerce, o-.roodiag f. om 
Sberliwo-of whioh Fug Usd lisa lately taksrt miitury |MM*eeuow 
— up tha Boom river, actually rune in behind Turner's Peuieaula 
more thaw hadf way to OaiKaa*, and has grow* m valuable that 
wbat she little valued fifteen years ago she now value- ; and. ** 
the free coined people of tbe Hailed Rtalw, and the Colonisation 
Society, and even Liberia, foiled to form any aeulcmcai within 
seveaty-fire auk* of Bhcrhoro, the kttere»U of commerce by par- 
at Bierra Leone deorewil iiritkh protection, and Great Britain 
do** not often yield np British tetereat*. 

Osc ides may relieve this seeming selfishness. Perhaps ainrtnet. 
by tbe grasping diapoaition of France— -which has liven asking 
every open place on th* Red Sea, acd Indian Uoean, and Atlan- 
tic shorei of Africa — and d mbtiog l/brru’* abiluy, through iack 
of population, to hold and occupy that region, England, in defence 
of her colony. Sierra Leone, and for common interest of her settle 
menu and of Liberia, eels up a prior claim. If liiit is . her mo- 
live, well ; if net, not. 

This difficulty, and the lot* of tea coast whicl may remit, baa 
all arisen from the delay of fifiet-n years in forming settleraroU 
there. For thk delay maoy partus ate responsible. Oar free 
colored people refused to go and aid in securing territory foe 
themselve* and their rare. Tbe friends of colonisation have . 
sometimes allowed important opportunities to hasten emigration 
to pas* hy unimproved. Liberia heisrlf, especially the oldest 
oounty, ha* been too anxious to retain ia her own vicinity all new 
enttlere. A wke and enlarged vkw of her inter*»U demanded a 
different poliey. Even a hamlet of aellkr* placed ten year* ago 
twenty miles northwest of Galllna* river, would have anticipated 
and probably nettled th* question, and at the same time, by e*s 
forcing rxdrcntw laws U« the large importations Horn Sierr* 
Loom by way of Boom rivor^ all iU expense* would hsv* becq 
defrayed. «

Tine ndvancement of Christian civilisation in Western Africa 
i* marked by progress in the frees. Besides the “ Libuua Hbk- 
alb” and ‘'Cavai.u Mssmnork," published, the first at Gape 
Mersurado and the .other at Gape Palmaa, we have u Tiir An 
•ilo Akhican,” from Lugos, commenced June, 1803. and “The 
Early Dawn,” from Sher|>oro, now in its 3d volume. These 
last evidently exist under the impulse of our American habits 
of ditfuemg intelligence. They osnoot fall to do much to bring 
to the knowledge of the world the variety and immeatily of 
the resource* of Afrlc*, and thus stimulate to Increased efforts 
for her more rapid elevation.

Ktvn numbers of the Anglo- African, published at Lagoa, 
have come to hand. They contain but little local news. The 
Lagoa people seemjto have dull times in commerce, and attribute 
Ini* to loo heavy tariff', by which trade is driven to Porto Novo. 

Mr. W. Graft has obtained from the King of Dahomey land 
and laborers to try oolt&n culture near Whydah. 

Monsieur Jules Gerard having visited the King of Dahomey, 
to get permission to pas* on to eiplore the Koag Mountain*, N. 

K., was refused, and was about to try to .pass through Porto 
Sagu.ro. 

Mr. Graft mid Captain Burton were present at Canna, where 
the Kmg of lUhomrV was gathering and sending out nn army 
of 15,000 meu and 2000 women on a plundering eipedition. 
They »aw dead boil it * on high platforms, aed many heads of 
freshly slain victims nailed to posts ; but the Captain thinks 
the number of humnn sacrifices at the Customs is muoh exag- 
gerated by the slave-traders. 

No slaves have left 'Whydah this year. The people are 
grumbling. for rum and tobacco, and the King is dissalisflad with 
the slave-traders. 

Owing to some miaunderstandiug between the Kgbas and tba 
English authorities at Lago*, no commercial intercourse is held 
between the latter and Abn kuta. 

At Ivoro, a native town fifteen tnilea from Lagos, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor discovered a human victim auspendad by the 
- bee)*, ollered a sacrifice to the- native superstition, lie at once 
had the body taken down nnd buried, and threatened if a repe- 
tition should occur to come and destroy the Palish men, who 
forced the unwilling people to the sacrifice. 

The Aug to- African publishes interesting meteorological re- 
port*, one of which we reproduce, end take ibis opportunity to 
express the hope that Liberia College will, when fairly In opera- 
tion. prepare inch every month for the Liberia Herald.

If they were aeeured 
that the power of tho Free State* was exerted, not lo Brake the 
slam their equal*, politically ami socially, but to bring down the 
owner* of slave* to an equably with the non .slaveholder*, a new 
aspect woald toe given to the contest. By removing the slave 
male from the country— whieh remaining, whetbr* m hiretfege 
exalting ike whim man’* privilege* or as the slave* without 
thaea, would inevitably be iawd to tbc degr*d*poii at the whim 
laboring eUet hy the owners of the soil and of capiinl — the great 
cause of disparity between cirixeoa, slaveholder*, and noa auve- 
hoWera, weald bn removed, and tbst Institaticu, which ha* ret up 
an oligarchy of three hundred thousand master* lo gis*. law to 
eight million* of th* people, c*ueUi«itowvllr (hear rrineb, would 
be abated. 

Whenever the** sight fniRi-j’.,* of .q^>re*s«d people »t» tbst 
the design of the North ie to deHrer theiWTrcm Ihat inferiority to 
tb* osete of slaveowner*, produtwd by jftbjectfon to comneitiiou 
with slave labor, or by awbmiastow to equality to jAviitic*' rights 
with their freed hireling*, then (he son rievehulrl.-rs of tbe 8 <utb 
will tea's to abed their blood to keep (be negroes in thraldom, 
leal, by beisg aavooieted wiih tlu-in in a sort hirrlisg freedom, 
they at last be brought under a common yoke. 

Ba 1 , apart from all eonelderaiioa of lh« producing class of oar 
own blood in the H.iutb, thsrtfect of giving poliiical right* to 
tour million* of the African race In that region on (ho welf-ro of 
tbe nation should be kcaoMd. ' 

The hiatory of the world ahowt that the admission of a new 
people to aiiv control over a government, so stiongly discrimi- 
nated from tho*H who Mtablisnid it as to be incapable of amal-. 
gemalion with them, neecaaarilv lead* to total convulsion*. The 
merely aaapeoUd diwign to « Keel this ia the South ha* been 
used, wc see, to atari it up ia armed rtbelliop. Wbat lisa btea 
the t fleet in other nation* ? The incorporation of the Hebrews 
in a vast multitude in Spain, whose peculiar institution* forbade 
amaigamaiiun with Spaniard*, kept tlie monarchy in throes from 
century to century until the strong sceptre of Ferdinand and laa- 
beita nud* almost a sacrifice of a nation of Israelites iu their 
bloody expulaivu. 

The Hoof* rut-t with tin same fate there, aud in every other 
country where incongruous race* have met, one prove* conqueror 
and diafranchUea tbe other. What docs the story of the Indict, 
Rati and Wes*, tell? Thrir peculiar raevs, peculiar in blood, 
habit*, and social life, would uever mix with any other ; the 
Mahommedan conqueror* of India could nvtur mix with the 
eoiquered race; mutual abhorreoou kept them apart and rt-tiuced 
the masses of the native population lo mero Uibalariv*. The 
Knglish conquerors have brought Their experiment lo the same 
result. The Anglo-Saxon experiment on this ,-ontinent ha* oblit- 
erated the tribes on thia Atlantic aide Of the Alleghany', wad bid* 
fair to drive all within tbe tropica or destroy them. 

The attempt of the Monitor* to *etktiiem«elve* within our 
Slate*, distinguished by a peculiar institution separating them 
by an inaapeVable bar from the ipvae*, ended in the death of 
their prophet aad llie expulsion of hi* disciple* beyond the pale 
of oiviliaalioa : and (bit begiuniag tells their future. Il wa* 
found iucongruous with free lualiiuiious to have a pvopto haodeil 
together i%nd controlled by a aiogle^jlcapotic will to turn the

. It hat been the aim cf many philanthropist* to solve the ne- 
gro question by mean* of colonisation. A long strip of country 
on the western coast of the African continent was acquired, and 
a few thousand colooista, not twenty thousand ia all, carried 
thither to demonstrate the negro’s capacity for self government, 
for mnteria! nod intellectual program, end for the evangaimstien 
of hi* own raoe. Tbe experiment in those particulars has been 
n decided aneeese, but it hat not freed ue from the questioning* 
perplexities incident to tbe residence of the tolovd reoe la 
midst; So far be* the ootooiaation enterprise faded to (Wash 
such dimensions that is due time we might reasonably expect the 
emigration of lb* whole inoe to Liberia, that it haa not conveyed 
thither even a tithe of the natural annua) increase. It is now 
virtually mhandoced. We are sorry foe it, bnt think that, coo- 
rlderiqg all the circumstances, it is for the best. 

Tbe above eaptioa end extract is taken from aa anieie published 
la the VhriUian Ad. and Jour, of October 8. The writer 
begins by a discussion oLtb* negro’s claims te eitfanatbip under 
the United 8tatee Constitution, end argues that at the num- 
ber of population, which is to be nmde a basis of taxation aad 
Congreeaiooal representation, evidently include# the free col- 
ored population, they are nroeeearily therety clothed with politi- 
cal franchises, aad from thi* aad otter reasons draws thi* doc- 
trine rahle iredtttn among wa shall never he rtftptlaved, 

but bo protected at every cost asd at all tessrds in tbe en- 
jojmenVaWery natural and acquired right." 

The writer argue* that a deportation it in the highest degree 
impolitic, because their labor ia needed to raise cotton, oora, 
sugar, and rice at the South. While admitting that room and 

*ui table climate aw nit there in the tropic*, he object* 
that we, an a nation, should" thus see M tbo monopoly cl the cotton 
supply pam '■Crow ns, diverting to otter countries various 
stream* of wealth which would flow into our own coffer*.’ 

U* argue* sgaia that deportation is wr practicable. First, for 
task of k-gal power; eeconrf, shipping rod money end's 
sot be found to accomplish their dtporte,U©e, even if land can 
be had, they wish to go, and w* desire lo have them. 

This brief statement of the wrtjtrV argument wifeh a refetenoe 
to the mraet above presented aa to th* Ooionixatton work, 
fairly present to our readers the drift and sutetaate of the writer’s 
view*. 

We offer s few remarks. The policy or impolicy of the depor- 
tation of our colored population oanaot bo solved fcy a simple 
consideration of the labor end wealth which we abould lose by 
their departure. W* have no gcod reason to refuse this sacri- 
fice of wealth, if it would conduce more to the actu&l welfare of | 
the colored race to remove, and would secure (or them the actual 
enjoyment of politiea! aad civil privileges which they eaonot 
| have while here. Nor would the roasiderstioo of the wealth to 

6«w into our coffer* by retaining their labor to give us a 

ncpcl/of oottoD, justify us in retaining an element likely to ex- 
cite perpetual contentions, nod not unfrequeetly civil convulsions 
in our own Stale*. 

Th* legal difficulties would be a* parity solved in this case 
as they have bteu in the proclamation of freedom, before which 
tbe great legal obstacle to emancipation disappeared a* tow before 
the flame. 

It was necessary, in the judgment of tbe President, in order to 
save the Union, to take the slave’* labor away from the muUr. 

Haying thus freed the slave, the saute power which ' loosed 
his bonds, may, for the general good, phoe him nt Memphis,^ 
Helena, or Iriand No. Ten, or in Arkansas, or in . Florida, or fn 
Liberia, under th* necessity to giv* pesos to this great nation, 
and secure th* negro’s best welfare. Sven in time* of peaoe, 
tbe United States Government has nrod just such e power to 
remove the Indian tribe#, under th* pressure of our oooVMieuee 
and their welfare. Why cannot th* name power operate upon 
the freedman t 

The lack of adequate shipping alleged by the writer is sim- 
ply imaginary, and indicates absence of oereful thought. The 
[norease of the Afrioan race in the United States haa n*ver been 
100,000 n yenr ; after emancipation, it will don’iAles* h* lees. If 
then we provide for the transportation of 160,000 per «unnm, it 
would net only prevent nil increase, but gradually, at the rate 
of 60,000 a year, lessen the number until all were removed.
